There was acrasno at the horse show last 
night. 

The band had-ceased playing and the am- 
phitheater was quiet fora moment. Every- 
body was taking breath for a fresh cheer for 
something or another when down went four 
democratic white pine_boxes under some of 
the choicest members of. Chicago society. 

The boxes went down like one of) tnose 
coral isiands that drop into the fathomless 
seas Without warning and ure noted Oy mari- 
ners no more forever. One instant they were 
blooming with stunning bonnets and fine 
silk hats and- dress suits; the nextonly a 
wildly waving band or boot told where once 


.proud hope had been. 


The downfal re prefaced by a chorus 
of shrill.screams and deep bass groans, 
accompanied by the crackling of timbers 
ana the’ crash of-falimg .oeams. The 
vast audience started to its feet, and the 
screams from the boxes were echoed by 
answering screams from al! sides of the 
hall. For a moment it seemed as though 
the Exposition Buildmg might witness the 
second panic of the year. The people in the 
boxes just south of those’ which collapsed 
started up and seemed bound to. break for 
the door, when from the tangled mass of 
boards Mr. N. K. Fairbank arose. Mr. 
Fairbank was disheveled and red. His 
pecktie was broken and there were pine 
stickers in his dress coat and in the nap of 
his silk hat, but he was cool. He scrambled 
to the outer ledge of the box and, waving his 
hands, shouted: : 

“ Be quiet; nobody’s hurt.” 

Capt. Fitzpatrick, Lieut. Ross, and halfa 
dozen officers had rushed over by this time, 
and the Captain and tne Lieutenant forced 
back the people who were running up to 
see if anybody had been killed. The 
ofiicers were sent through the building 
to allay the fears ofthe crowd. Pretty soon 
the tangle in the’ wrecked boxes began to 
send forth jolly peais of laughter and every- 
body knew that nothing serious had hap- 
pened.

A MAGNIFICENT ENTERTAINMENT. 

For it was.a great night. The entertain- 
ment was beautiful, the arragements were 
safe from criticism, and the crowd was 
big beyond the liveliest expectation. 
Even in the histury of a building that has 
roofed someof the greatest indoor crowds 
ever gathered in America, last night is al- 
most without parallel There were over 
4,000 persons present at 4 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon, and they scarcely freckled the im- 
mense expanse of white pine seats and never 
reached the gallery atall AtYp.m. every 
seat and every inch of standing room, every 
corner.from the arena to the roof, gallery 
and all, had its occupant.

“More than 18,000 admission tickets were soid 


at the gate, and every man who boughta 
ticket got in, or tried to getin. Besides 
these the season tickets and admissions sold 
before jast night numbered thousands. The 
numbeg present was variously estimated at 
000 to 30,000. | 

And 4t was a great show and worthy of 
such a throng. Everything was s80 
spiritea; everything 80 well man- 
aged; everything s0 good-humored. 
Yhe band played beautifully till in sheer 
desperation it gave up hope of successfully 
competing for popuiar favor with Offenbach 
against R. Hall McCormick’s four-in-hand 
with the blue ribbon coachman on the box. 
The horses took up the spirited air and leaped 
and pranced and: curveted and caracoied 
and did nearly all the other things horses 
can do when they feel first-rate, and not 
even the horses went away dissatisfied with 
the night. 

THE PRIZE WINNERS. 

The evening show began at 7:30 with the 
carriage horses over fifteen hands and two 
inches and under sixteen hands, and the 
premium brought out a magnificent line of 
fine beasts and handsome vehicies. Among 
those who had horses in were C. M. Hender- 
son, F. 8. Gorton, C. J. Hamlin, Morehouse & 
Pepper, ‘and N. H. Rowiand. Young Mr. 
Hamlin: drove Wheeler a fine, proud-look- 
ing chestnut, —_ a beautiful gait. Mr. 
Hamlin was repeatediy cheered as he drove 
around the ring in his cart, and he won first 
prize with n6 trouble, the second going to an 
entry of F. N. Dickey, Marshall, Mich. 

The next exhibituon was superb. It is a 
poor American who doesn’t love a good road- 
ster and know one when he sees it, and there 
were few poor Americans at the horse show 
last night. It pleasec the old trotting horse 
men like Budd Doble, who stood in the ring 
to hear the roar of applause when a long line 
of spanking troiters-spun around the ring, 


the drivers sitting erect, rigid, and non- 


chalant after the manner of good drivers 
the world over, and the horses moving 8u- 
perbly. 

“ There is $300,000 worth of horse flesh,” 
gaid Mr. Doble proudly. 

The first out was Mr. C. J. Hamlin of Buf- 
faio with his famous mare Belle Hamlin. 
Then came Oliver K., Charlie Schwartz’s 
great trotter, George Middleton’s fron 
Knight, J. T. Hanson’s Tom, J. W. Swan- 
brough’s Prince Em, B. Van Bokkelen’s Bert 
Bashaw, H. J. McFarland’s Spy, E. H. Wal- 
dron’s Nyni, Gerald M. Alexander’s Gilpin, 
John Brennock’s Charlie Golddust, and 
many otners.

It was a stunning turnout and it caught the 
crowd, which cheered it every time it made a 
turn.

The roadsters’ show was followed by an | 


exhibition of fancy saddle horses which 
caught the crowd. Then came the nobby 
event of the evening—the show of tally-tios. 
The band gave the bugie call and through 7 
the ‘red curtains at the south of the ring 
dashed with a great noise of prancing ant 
jingling of chains the handsome coach of 
Potter Palmer, all a-gilt and a-purple, 
ana close after that R. Hall McCormick’s, 
C. J. Hamlin’s, and Charles Schwartz's 
four-in-bandsequally a-gilt and a-purple. Tne 
line was tailed by Mr. Thomas Lynch's 
Engiish drag, an exceedingly handsome 
affair. The five gorgeous vetncles jingled 
and clattered around the ring amid much 
enthusiasm. They were beautiful to see and 
beautiful to hear; and it was. bewildering to 
gaze upon those lovely Enghshcoachmen, in 
top boots and tight breeches, and to listen to 
them salute their horses: ** Woy bye; h’easy 
theer. Be quoit.”’ 

The secona time around the ring Potter 
Palmer’s leaders caused a ripple of fear by 
plunging wiidly toward the group of ladies 
and, their escorts: on the platform in the 
cenfer of the ring.

Society Attends and Renders a Favorable

REPORTS FROM THE SHAKEN DISTRICTS. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 2.— [Special. |—Be- 
tween 1:50 and 2:05 o’clock this morning al- 
most.any property in this vicinity could, be 
purchased for a tenth part of its actual value. 
The greatest depreciation was in the north- 
western and western suburbs. Ali of the ex- 
citement and ail of the depreciation were 
caused by an earthquake. The time of its ar- 
rival ‘and departure lies in the period between 
1:50 and 2:05 o’clock. There was no apparatus 
in the, city set to record a shock, and in 
consequence no accurate knowledge of it 
can be obtained. The direction of the shock 
ig also variously stated. By one amateur 
seismologist the earth wave moved toward 
the southwest; another asserts that a 
careful examinauon of overturned arti- 
cles in his. chamber sbows the wave 
to have moved a point south 
of west; and others contend that it moved 
directly east. Froman abundance of testi- 
snony it appears that the shock was greatest 
on a line running west of southwest from 
Baden, or possibly a point further north 
toward the city limits. There was no part 
of the city Where the shock was not felt, but 
along that line the trifling damage of 
broken. crockery, ete., is to be found 
exclusively. From no point has any change 
in the surface of the ground been reported, 
nor any damage to buildings. Along what is 
suprosed to be the line of greatest intensity 
smallbits of fragile ware were thrown from 
inseeure testing places and broken. Some 
persons were thrown outof their beds. In 
intensity the shock was about the same 
as thatfeitin St. Louis at the time of the 
Charleston (S. C.) earthquake two years ago. 
As neither shoct was measured in any way 
it is impossible to say which was greater, but 
the two stand in the minds of. old residents 
as the most severe shocks felt in St. Louis 
during the last fifty years. 

The wave. shook the.female hospital, the 
insane asylum, and poorhouse. It was also 
felt at Forest Park, the police at the station 
there reporting that things were shaken up 
in a lively manner. Reports of the same 
kind are sent in by the watchmen at several 
engine-bouses. 

BENTON, Mo., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—About 2 
o’clock this morning a«series of distinct 
earthquake shocks were felt hereof such vio- 
lence as to awaken everybody in ‘town. - The 
tremor continued about twenty seconds and 
was felt by a large number of people at dit- 
ferent points in this county.

The 
usual rumbling noise that precedes the shock 
was immediately followed by a crash that 
almost shook down the furniture in resi- 
dences and was from two to five seconds in 
duration. The course of the shock seems to 
have tollowed the range of the Ozark Hillis 
that surround Arcadia Valley. 

Sr. CHanLes, Mo., Nov. 2.—[Special.}|—Two 
shocks of earthquake were felt here between 
1 and 2 o0’clock this morning. Many people 
were aroused by the rattling of the movable 
articles and the shaking. of the houses; win- 
dows, and doors rattled violently, and Officer 
Cummins, who wasin the Fourth Ward po- 
lice station located in the fire engine house, 
says he thought for atime that the building 
would come down. 

Kirkwoop, Mo., Nov. 2.—[Special.|—The 
earthquake shocks this morning were quite 
perceptible here and a great many people 
were awakened by the shaking of their 
houses.

That was the southeast 
room.

@:—Describe to the jury what difference you 
saw on the south side of the wall of the front 
room. A.—The police showed me thé stains on 
the wall. 

@.—About any of the figurés on tne paper, as 
to whether it had been washed or anything of 
that kind? A.—Yes, like it had been washed 
down below, and higher up we found spots all 
around. 

Q.—-Was that there before Williams rented the 
cottage? A.—No, sir. 

Q.—Was the floor painted before Williams 
rented it? A.—No, sir. 

@.—At the time you entered the cottage after 
the receipt of the letter did you notice anything 
peculiar on the floor in the bedroom? A.-—We 
saw the footprints in tne front hall and in the 
bedroom. 

Q.—What color .were those footprints? A.— 
Like the paint on the floor, 

Q.—Like as if some one -had stepped in the 
paint and then walked in there, didit? A.—Yes, 
sir.

After Charles J. Carlson had been recalled and 
testified that he was in the cottage a few days be- 
fore Martin Burke leased it, Hakan Martinson

$2. He said, ‘‘ No, I won’t pay more than $1.50,” 
I took that $1.59. ; 

Q.—What did he tell you to do? A.—To go 
down to No. 117 Clark street and take that lignt 
load of furniture up to Lincoln and Belmont ave- 
nues. He said he would be down in the door 
waiting for me. I drove down in my wagon about 
half an hour later and the man was stunding in 
the door alone. - 

Q.—Did you go up stairs? A.—No, sir, he told 
me to stay down, Hé commenced to carry doy 
the furniture. Another fellow was longer 
him, and they carried it all down. I put ifn the 
wugon. . 

The witness then described the furniture, in- 
—— the trunk, as Hatfield and the others had 

one. 

The trunk was then produced in court and 
shown to the witness,

I asked him 
what was the matter that I had to wait so long, 
anc be said he could not helpit, as the cable had 
broken. It was then about 8 o'clock. He asked 
me to come and haye a drink and we went and 
took a drink at the saloon on the soutteast cor- 
ner of Lincoln and Ashiand avenues. The other 
man did not comé inte the saloon. After we had 
had one drink he told me -to follow bim and I 
did so. We went to No. 1872 North Asbland @ve- 
nué. After we gotto the house I unloosed the 
rope and took the furniture off the wagon and 
carried some of it ito the cottage. They carried 
in the other things. A young fellow came out of 
the cottage, and IL have’ since learned it was 
Charles Carlson. He and I went aside to con- 
verse acouple of minutes. 

Q.—Did you have any conversation with the 
man after the furniture was taken into the 
house? A.—Yes, the fellow who was along with 
tne fellow that hirea me said, **Are you going to 
pay the expressman’?” Be answéred “ Yes, 
and asked me it Ihad change for a % bill I 
told him I could not changeit. Well, lasked for 
more pay at the time he came out; I asked him 
to pay me more on account of the delay, and he 
asked me to come in and have a drink. 

Q.—Did you get your pay in the cottage? A.— 
No, I got my pay at the tobacco store, about half 
a block north, on Ashland avenue. 

Q:—Was the money changed there? A.—I do 
not know if he changed the bill there or not; I 
got my pay there. 

Q.—Did you see the man who hired you after 
that? A.—Yes. I believe it was a couple of days 
afterward, It was at my stand on Chicago av- 
enue, 

A. ih ae you have any talk with him? A.—No, 
sir. 


Q.—How many times did you see him in the 
neighborhood? A.—Three or four times. 

.—You say you saw him near your stand on 
Chicago avenue, near what street is that? A.— 
Market. 

Q.—How far is that from the Chicago Avenue 
Police Station? A.—About three biocks. 

Q.—What was he doing when you saw him on 
Chicago avenue? A.—He was passing by; some- 
times he came from the east and sometimes from 
the west. 

Q —Do you see the man in this room who hired 
you to haul that furniture? A.—Yes, sir. i" 

Q.—Where is he? A.—There he is, next bd 

Q.—Next to the sick man? A.—Yes, sir. (Wit- 
ness indicates by his hand Martin Burke.) ' 

Q.—Where did you next see him after that? 
A.—In Winnipeg, Munitoba, on the 21st of June, 
in the jail yard. 

Witness could give no accurate description of 
the man who accompanied Burke from No. 117 
Clark street.

Martinson Remembers the Transaction 
with Barke, bat No Others. 

Martinson squared himself for his coming 
tussle with Burke's counsel. Mr. Forrest asked 
foran immediate adjournment on the grounds 
that the examination would be along one and 
ne was tired. This the court declined to do. 

Mr. Forrest (to witness)—How long before you 
went to Winnipeg did you first have a policemaa 
with you? A.—About two weeks. He went home 
at nights, but was with me during the day. 

Q.—How much money did you receive before 
you went to Winnipeg? A.—About $15 or $20. 

Q.—Well, Broderick took you to Winnipeg, 
did he not? A~—Yes, June 19 I went up there 
with him. I came back Aug. 6. Broderick was 
with me all the time I was up there.

Q.—Who paid your expenses for drinks and 
cigars ’4.A.—Broderick. 

Q.—Who gave you the 85? A.—The Chief of 
Poiice. He also gave me the $15. I am sure that 
is all I received at that time—the $25 and the $15. 
I signed for it. 

Q@.—Where did you go then? A.—I went to 
work, 

q@.—Where were you during the month of Au- 
gust? A.—I was on the West Side taking care of 
horses Which were used for the city police patrol 
wagon at No, 14 Union street, which is connect- 
ed with the Desplaines Street Station. I have 
been doing that about three months, 

Q.—How much do you receive for it? A.— 
$52.50 per month. The Chief of Police got me the 
position. 

q().—When did you first meet the man that 
hired you to haul that furniture? -A.—I cannot 
state the date; it was last March sometime. I 
kaow that because I was not driving an express 
wagon then. I quit cviving an express wagon 
just as I went 1o Winnipeg. began to drive the 
express wagon the last of February. 

Q.— What is the first ume after that date that 
somebody asked you whether you remembered 
the time you hauled the furniture? A.—About 
June. 

Q.—How do you know it was not in April you 
hauled the furniture up there? A.—I was only 
done driving about a montna then. 

@.—Can you tell any other load you havled in 
March after that? A.—I do not believe I can. 

Q.—Now. when you Were asked about this. did 
they not ask you if1t wasin March? Did not the 
person that asked you questions about this thing 
ask you if it did not occurin March? A.—Yes. 


q.—What was the first fload you hauled after ' 


this one to No. 117 Clark street: can you tell? 
A.—No, sir. 

Q.—The first load afterwards? A.—No, sir, I 
cannot tell. 

Q.—Was there anything about the hauling of 
this furniture that aiffered much from the haul- 
ing of other furniture? A.—WNo, sir. 

@.—Nothing at all, was there? A.—No, sir. 

q@.—Can you not tell some other furniture you 
hauled for somebody else in the monthof March? 
A.—I cannot tell, 

Q.—Did you haul a trunk in the month of 
March for somebody? A.—Yes, I hauled a good 
many trunks. 

Q.—Teli me something about one of the other 
trunks you hauled in March? A.—I never hauled 
one like that, indicating one in the court-room. 

Q.—But what kind ofa trunk did you haul? 
A.—Different kinds; I can not describe them. 

Q.—Now, you remember wheu you testified be- 
fore the Coroner's jury, do you not? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—This trunk Was right there in front of you, 
Was itnot? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—You were looking right at it when you 
were testifying? A.—I looked atit, of course. 

Q.—Now, then, you remember thé man who 
first spoke to you about this hauling, this job? 
A.—Yes, sir; the detective. ’ 

Q@.—Did he not ask you whether you hauled it 
from No. 117 South Clark street?

Q.—When did you first notice the number? 
A.—I was Gown there this week to look at the 
number, I knew the house all right. Mr. Long- 
enecker told me to go look at it. 

Q@.—Didn’t you in Winnipeg testify to this: 
‘fhe prisoner jumpéd out of the buggy and 
asked me ifI would haul a trunk, and the pris- 
oner and I went mto aplace at the corner and 
had adrink; the other man sat in the bugey; 
after Burke came out from tne restaurant, he 
jumped into the buggy and told me to follow 
him; I did so and he stopped at No. 1872 Ashland 
avenue”’?’ Didn’t you say: “I did so and he 
stopped at No. 1872 Ashland avenue’? A.—I 
can’t remember that; I don’t believe I did.

FUSTER’S DEFENSE OF BEGGS. 


Does It Mean That the Senior Guardian 
Will Squeal ?—MeGarry and O’ Reillg¢. 

The statement of Attorney Foster, counsel 
for Beggs, that he wished the record of the 
trial to show that of the Lundreds of excep- 
uons taken by other counsel for the accused 
neither henor hisclient should be under- 
stood as joining in any of them, except when 
so stated by himself, indicates that there is 
not, entire harmony among the counsel for 
the prisoners, In tact this has been apparent 
ior some time, and .the story of a consulta- 
tuon recently held by them verifies it, 

After the evidence of the finding of the 
body in the sewer and the wounds on the 
murdered doctor had been told, the counsel 
for the prisoners met, as usual, to con- 
sider the cross-exanination. Mr. For- 
rest and the others insisted that the 
line of questioning should be to show that 
the body found fh the sewer was not that of 
Dr. Cronin and that tne wounds on the head 
couid have been inflicted while taking the 
remains from the catch-basin. To this mode 
of examination Mr. Foster strenuously ob- 
jected, saying he would not place his client 
in thé position before the jury of doubting 
the murder of Dr. Cronin or the nature of 
the wounds, for todo so could only have the 
effect of inspiring tne jury with ihe convic- 
tion that the defense relied solely on techni- 
calities and the combating of facts. But 
Mr. Foster was overruled, and he left the 
comsuitation “sick and disgusted,” as he 
afterwards said to a friend. 

Mr. Foster is evidently. determined that 
his chent shail stand apart from the ottier 
prisoners whenever it is possible for him‘to 
do so. He has apparently come to the con- 
clusion to coutrovert no indisputable fact nor 
quibble about what is material, and seems te-

CHICAGO'S POSTAL IMPROVEMENTS, 


Col, Sexton Rapidly Increasing tbe Work- 
ing Force of the Department. 

As rapidly as possible Col. Sexton is adding to 

the force of Post-Office employés the extra men 
recently allowed him: When this addition is 
completed the pay-roli will contain 1,450 names, 
and the Chicago Post-Office will rank as the 
leading Post-Office of the United States in point 
of domestic business handled, New York alone 
outranking it in foreign mail and exchange sery- 
ice. : 
The allowance of additional help has beena 
matter of surprise in the East. Itis the largest 
allowance ever given any office at one time. But 
no other city has grown as Chicago has since the 
increase in its Post-Office force five years ago. 
The net annual revenue of the office has risen to 
$1,700,000, and more than $1,000,000 of money orders 
are now handled each month. This growth com- 
pelled ‘the exceptionally large allowance of 
extra help, and the promise of further increases 
as the general appropriation will permit. The 
right of the Chicago Post-Office to such liberal 
treatment becomes evident when it is stated 
that its financiai transactions amount to §$50,v00,- 
000 a year, and that its business in postal re- 
ceipts is iarger than the receiptsof St. Louis, 
Cinneinnati, Cleveland, Pittsburg, and Toledo, 
combined. 

In addition to the main office the Chicago 
Post-Office now embraces the following sub-sta- 
tions, the goverument of which is subject to the 
main office: 

West Division, Washington and Haisted 
streets; Madison Street, No. 981 West Madison 
street; Northwest, No. 482 Milwaukee avenue; 
Humboldt Perk, No. 1576 Milwaukee avenue; 
Lake View. No. 1353 Diversey avenue; North 
Division, No. 355 North Ciark street; Southwest, 
No. 543 Blue Island avenue; Stock-Yards, Hal- 
sted and Forty second streets; South Division, 
No. 8217 State street; Cottage Grove, No, 3729 
Cottage Grove avenue; Hyde Park, No. 142 Fiity- 
hird street. 

These substations cover the aréa of the city 
which is at present given a carrier delivery serv- 
ice. This area is not Duunded by the wid city 
limits, having been extended before annexation 
to such thickiy settled suburbs as the upper séc- 
tion of Hyde Park, the Stock-Yards, and Lake 
View. The boundaries within which carrier de- 
livery is now made have been enlarged until 
they now extend from Graceland avenue on the 
north to Fifty-ninth street on. the south, and 
from the lake on the east to Kedzie and Craw- 
ford avenues on the west. The extreme distance 
from north to south is.twelve miles. -Yet the 
urea thus described, large as it is, is Only about 
one-half of the total area of 174 square miles now 
embraced within the city limits. The General 
Government will not have done its entire dufy 
by Chicago until the carrier delivery) service is 
coextensive with the city limits,

the needs of that portion of Chicago’s population 
living outside the area of carrier delivery as out- 
lined above are as foliows:

Senator Cullom on His Way to Washing- 
ton to Confer with the President on the 
Illinois Appointments — The Dilatory 
Action of the Chief Executive Not 
Pleasant to Chicago Politicians—Taliks 
with the Wanderers. 


“Tam on my way to Washington to get settled 
for the winter’s work,” said Senator Cullom, who 
is at the Grand Pacific with hisfamily, ‘ Yes, I 

the papers this morning say the President 
has given out word that no Illinois appointments 
will be made until he sees me, I thik there ig 
nothing in that, however. I hardly qxpect the 
lllinois appointments wil! be made until Con- 
gress meets. I shall be giad if he Bas decided to 
make them now. They should have heen made 
long ago. But I have had no intimation that tne 
President is waiting foraconference with me. 
lam going to Washington now simply because : 
am anxious to get at work. There is ail the tes- 
timony ofthe Railway Committee on Canadian 
Competition to be gone over ang a résumé and 
report to prepare. 1 shall have to go over that 
testimony before I will myself Know what rec- 
ommendations I will advise. No, I have no spe. 
cial important bills yet prepared to Dring up this 
session.

It is a broad measure and will be of much 
interest to the West.”’ 

Senator Cullom was occupying a purlor, and 
there was a cluster of his political friends and of 
the people who want offices about him all day. 

Senator Cullom said that he thought the 
Speakership contest.would be a bitter'one.

I like 
the West with allits boom and hustie,. but you 
people of the West have grown so fast ana made 
so much nuise about it that you hdve come to 
think the Eust is standing still. It isn’t, though. 
There are cities there which you never hear of 
that are growing just as fast as some of your 
boom towns out here. It takes something besides 
real estate men to make @ permanent town. In 
Utica efforts are being made all the time to se- 
cure manufactories. Instead of quoting fabulous 
prices on real estate as an inducemént to bring 
manufacturers, we donate land. The Eastern 
returns of next year’s census will astonish some 
of the Western boomers.” 


At the Sherman House are two genuine old 
Forty-niners. Walter B. Harrubi and John 
Cushing are their names. They :iwere both 
pioneers to some purpose, and are now princes 
in the bonanza court of the Pacific slope. “The 
gehuine Forty-niners are becom rare,”’ said 
Mr. Cushing. ‘*Thereis still a littie Knot of 
them at San Francisco, but there are’ not many 
of them left. I started from Aurora, IIL, in "49 
and made the overland journey. Chidago agton- 
ishes me.

“The great question on the Pacific coast is the 
silver question,” said Mr. Harrub. “/We believe 
that the United States is big enough and strong 
enough to take a quantity of silver and stamp it 
a dollar and force the world’ to accept 
it as a dollar, The West is es- 
pecially interested in the coming con- 
ference of the Pan-Americans, because they 
are to consider the adoption of a unfform silver 
coin for all the countries of the three Americas. 
That means a market for millions on millions of 
our silver. The balance of trade with the South 
American countries is now more thas $100,000.00 
against us, and we are paying it in gold, This 
conference should increase the trade: and make 
it possible to pay the balance itn silvér. It is the 
cheapness of silver which is ruinmg Nevada, 
which is a wonderfully rich state, but its popula- 
tion is steadily growing smaller. There are many 


valvable mines there which the owners will not’ 


work while silver is so low. If the mines are not 
operated there is no home market for agricul- 
turai products. The situation today is simply 
that England fixes the price of silver,below what 
we can produceitfor. What if Eagiand were 
allowed to fix the price of cotton cloth in our 
own markets below what we could produce lit 
for? That would simply put the Eastern manu- 
facturer where the Western miner is‘now.”

The Republicans confidently look for a Repub- 
jican majority of 3,500 in the country towns, and 
they are not likely to be disappointed. A!! the 
farmers know Jack Stephens, and they will all 
vote for him, irrespective of politics. Some of the 
County Commissioner candidates will run slight- 
iy behind Stephens, but the general impression 
is that a!l five Republican nominees will be 
elected im the country towns by safe majorities. 

The reports for the city wards recvived at head- 
quarters yesterday Were most encouraging. The 
colored voters are all for Stephens because when 
he. was Clerk of the Criminal Court he recog- 
nized them vy appointing a colured Republican 
one of hisclerks.

Be Done Phopertyholders— Bailding and 
Loan Assodiation Officials Echo the Sen-

The article in yesterday's TRIBUNE in refer- 
ence to the changes Mark L. Crawford would 
make in the Recorder’s office in case he were 
elected created a stir among the real-estate men. 
One and all realize the damage such changes 
would do, and do not hesitate tosuy so. Errors 
could not help creeping into the records, ana 
they might go unnoticed for years. In many 
cases the damage would be absolutely irrepara- 
ble. It would be difficult and might be impossi- 
ble to rectify an error discovered fifteen or twen- 
ty years after it was made. 

* There is no question,” said a real-estate man 


yesterday, ‘* but that a change would be extreme- 


ly detrimental. It-would notonly hurt us, but 
would seriously inconvenience all propertybgld- 
ers. When i use the word ‘inconvenience’ [ am 
using the mildest term. It is not atall unlikely 
that serious damage would be done. Errors 
would creepinto the records and it might be years 
before they were discovered. Think of the 
litigation a mistake in a single word or the 
Slightest change in form might cause. Think of 
the expense that might have to be incurred to 
rectify that error, even if is could be rectified at 
all. Absolute accuracy is a requisite in the Re- 
corder's office, ana one who has ever had any ex- 
perience with green clerks knows they are not 
apt to know the value of accuracy, and I should 
judge that this would be especially the case with 
cierks appointed for political reasons. Experi- 
ence is as necessary in the Recorder's office as it 
is in-ail lines of business. An experienced man 
will do his work quicker and better than a green 
one,andinno place is accurate work so neces- 


sary as in the Recorder’s office. What does the. 
‘the’

it may jeopardize thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property. A new man won't realize that.”’

The real-estate men may differ.in their opin-

think any one would dare make a change, but 
admitted thatif any one did it would do great 
damage. ‘*“Ihave nothing to do with that end 
of the business,’ he said, **but I realize that 
changes would be detrimental. I don't think, 
however, aay one would dare make them. It 
would cripple the office too greatly.” . 

William A. Merigold of William A. Merigold &

Mr. Moore, manager for S. E. Gross, was satis- 
fied that any great change would surely make 
trouble, and this view Was taken by J. H. Van 
Viissingen, Arthur C. Gehr, and W. F. Baird. 
They did not think, however, that any one would 
dare make any great ehange. it would crippie 
the office too badly.

What Baliding Association Men Say of the 
Recordership, 

“The Recorder's office is one of the most im- 
portant of thiscounty. It1is second only to the 
office of County Judge.” So said an active Dem- 
ocratic politician and lawyer yesterday. That 
being the spiritin which the Democrats make 
their fight for the control of that office those 
whose interests are largely dependent on the ac- 
curate and faithful discharge of duty by the 
Recorder ana his employés are alarmed at the 
prospect. A class of people fully as much inter- 
ested in tne proper management of the Record- 
er’s office as are the real-estate men are those 
connected with building and loan associations. 
A number of officers of these societies were ques- 
tioned yesterday. Many were unwilling to enter 
into a political discussion, and therefore would 
not allow the use of their names. 

C. U. Gordon, Secretary of the Savings, Build- 
ing & Loan Association, suid: 

“ You see what my opinion is,” pointing to a 
pile of Jack Stepbens’ pasters on his desk. “I 
am sending them.to my friends. The Recorder's 
office is the most important public office in the 
county. The Treasurer's office and the County 
Clerk’s are important, but I don’t think they af- 
fect the interests of the county so closely as does 
the Recorder's office. I have had considerable 
experience from time to time, and I think every 
realestate nan will testify to toe same thing,- 
that tne slightest error made in recording papers 
and in copying the instruments taken there 
causes the greatest trouble and annoyance. 
Consider what this implies, especially to men in 
building associations, Who are poor men paying 
for their little homes. For. instance, a notary’'s 
acknowledgment is valueless unless properly 
filled out and then copied in the record. I donot 
think new men appointed to go into that office 
and copy a mortguge or a quitclaim deed or re- 
lease can do the work as it ought to 
be done. Lawyers, real-estate men, and own- 
ers of real estate ought to be more intereste’ in 
this than in any other county office. I think no 
one except men Who have had jyears of experi- 
ence and training can copy those proces as they 
should be copied on therecords, If a mistake is 


| made in copying the vriginal'instrument that 


mistake will bB carried down by the abstract 
men, then theilawyers pick it up and there is 
trouble. Také the abstract firms. They take 
only men of experience ahd put them in the Re- 
corder’s office}; Their best men are engaged in 
copying records after they have been copied from 
the original. .4{ they did not consider it import- 
ant they would not put experienced men in that 
office. I don’t think we can be careful enough 
about not alloWing a man whom we don’t know 
much about t@ go in tpere and without any 
knowledge of the important work discharge men 
who have been there for yeas and are thor- 
oughly experienced, and put in Fe who may be 
of ordinary , intelligence. B it is not 
reasonable to suppose that the new men could 
do that werk accurately and réliably. 
Politics ought to have nothing to do with the 
clerical force of this office. An error may be 
made in copying the original ‘instrument. After 
some years the original is lost and the record 
only remains. A man who bas pvt all his sav- 
ings into a home may lose it all on account of 
such an error. We have erough clerical :mis- 
takes. now vy the abstract men and. by people 
The desériptions of 
realestate in this county are complicated, and 
errors may easily slip in, especially if the copy- 
ist does not understand the description he is 
copying, which only experienced men cun,” 
UNANIMITY OF SENTIMENT. 

Comstock, a Director in the Dearborn 
Savings, Loan and Building Association—I am 
for civil service reform inthe Recorder's office 
and elsewhere. The Recorder's office needs civil 
service principles more than any other. If there 
were to pe any wholesale changes it woula be. to 
say the least, inadvisable.

An official of a building society who did not 
want his name published—Here isa case that lI 
had sometime ago. It Was necessary to incor- 
porate a word which would explain that the 
party buying or giving a trust deed was a bach- 
elor.

This did not happen 
in the Recorder's cffice, Dut it is in point as show- 
ing what would happen if wholesale changes 
were made. Cases would soon arise where a 
building association could not foreclose a mort- 
gage owing to an error in copying the date or the 
description of the property.

An Electrical Rainbow. 

A prismatic rainbow of enormous size arching 
from an anchorage in the lake to a point in the 
exposition grounds is the most enterprising at- 
traction yet suggested for the Worid’s Fair. At 
first thought the idea seems tou colossal for exe- 
cution, but after carefully weighing all the de- 
tails as expluined by Henry A. Spaulding, who 
Was the representative of Chicago at the Paris 
Exposition and the inceptor of the idea, Edison, 
the electrician, exclamed, “It is feasible beyond 
a doubt and it can be made so close an imitation 
of the most brilliant rainbow ever seen in the 
heavens us to absolutely deceive many of those 
not in the secrei.”’ Itis purposed to make the 
frame-work of the great arch as light as pos- 
sible so that the rainbow hued bulbs of 
incandescent lights will appear unsupported. 
So soon as Congress awards the World's Fair 
prize to Chicago Spaulding & Co. intend making 
a model of the rainbow, using silver for the frame 
work and for the electrical colors very small bulbs 
similar to those now illuminating the long rows 
of show cases in which are displayed the dia- 
monds and other precious jewels in their State 
Street jewelry establishment.

IN THE COOK COUNTY JAIL. 


A Verdict Returned. at a Late Hour tua 
Jadge Prendergast’s Court—-The Pris- 
Oner Visibly Affected at the Finding of 
the, Jury—Ex-Ald, Clark Solves the 
Street Numbering Problem—Chicago’s 
Increased Chances for the Worid’s Fair 
—Other Local News. 


W. E. Kent was found guilty on three counts 
by the jury in Judge Prendergast’s court at 10:30 
last evening. Shortly after 10 o'clock Judge 
Prendergast appeared in court and asked 
if the jury was ready to report. Led 
by Foreman J, Allen Foreman,: it came 
into; court. The verdict found the defendant 
not guilty in the first and second counts and 
guilfy in the third. fourth, and sixth counts. Two 
of te counts on which the defendant was found 
guilly were the cases of V. F. Rofinot in the 
Fourteenth Precinct of the Fitth Ward, and E. 
5S. Newman in the Fourth Precinct of the Fifth 
Ward, The penalty affixed by law for each 
count is u fine of not less than $500 nor more than 

7,000, and imprisonment for not less than six 
months nor more than one year in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Mr. Kent awaited the reading of the verdict 
with nervous anticipation and as it was read was 
visibly affected. 

** We desire to enter a motion for a new trial,” 
said his attorney, Fred Mitchell. 

Mr. Harlan for the Election Commissioners at 
once entered a protest, and, demanded that sen- 
tence be passed. Judge Prendergast said: “A 
verdict of guilty has been returned, showing care 
and discrimination. The fact that the defend- 
antmow stands convicted does not appear to me 
to Warranty &@ surimary disposal of the motion fora 
new trial. He has alegal right toa new trial 
and tourge the reasons therefor. This ~ 1s the 
first case in which a court has been called on to 
throw a protecting shield around the new pri- 
mury law, and the point determined may have to 
be passed on by the Supreme Court. I desire 
all concerned to have ample time to prepare for 
the argument, and | therefore set the hearing of 
the motion for a newtrial for Wednesday morn- 
ing, subject to an earlier hearing by consent.” 

sawyer Harian demanded the commitment of 
Kent. Attorney Mitchell interfered with an 
argument for release oa bail pending the discus- 
sion for a new trial. The court examined the 
lawand heard argument until midnight, wheu 
Judge Prendergast said: 

‘* It is with considerable reluctance that I com- 
mit a Man at any time, but this offense is against 
the election laws, the sanctity of which is one of 
the fundamental bulwarks of our’ government 
and cannot be lightly regarded. I shall there- 
fore hold the prisoner committed. If it is desired 
I wiil hear an argument for bail Monday after- 
noon,”’ 

At midnight Kent was escorted by Bailiff Dwyer 
to jail. He was visibly affected by the decision 
of the. court and during tne closing argument 
stood before the clerk's desk with his head on 
his arms. 

“I don’t see bow they could do it,” he said. 

Yesterday morning Attorney Harlan entered a 
nolle prosequi in the fifth count of tne informa- 
tion against Kent, charging him with interfering 
with Henry Bischoff, judge of the Thirteenth 
Precinct of the Fifth Ward. It was shown m the 
trial that Bischoff did not relinquish his position 
through any dealings with Kent, but because 
prior to the June election he intended to move 
from the precinct. Montag, the last appointes 
to the office, did not succeed Bischoff, but E. J. 
Laas, who was disqualified by reason of his hold- 
ing an office under the county government. 

In his opening address -Attorney Harlan said 
Kent did not tell Clerk Parker that he believed 
the judges mentionea had moved, but stated 
their removal asa fact. Kent was characterized 
as a scheming ward politicians, anxious to gain 
certain ends and unscrupulous as to the meaus 
to be adopted. 

Attorney Mitchell dwelt long on.thé Jack of any 
intent on the part of Kent to do anything wrong 
or any evidence tending to show such intent. 
Mr. Harlan closed the case in a half hour devoted 
to an unqualified denunciation of Kent, corrup- 
tion, and ward politics in general. ”

terfering with a judge of election,’’ as contained 
inthe instructions for the prosecution, was 
more than set-off by the instruction given for the 
defense in relawon to the necessity of intent as 
an element of crime.

THE STREET NUMBERING PROBLEM, 


Ex-Ald. Clark Submits g Plan Whieh Will 
Be Recommended to the Council. 

The Special Committee on Street Nomencia- 
ture held an interesting session yesterday, and 
practically agreed upon the system for numbering 
the city that will be recommended to the Cuuncil. 
It was recommended by ex-Ald. John M. Clark, 
who some vears ago gave the question practical 
study, and submitted a plan at the request of 
Chairman Vierling. Mr. Clark says: 

“The object in numbering the houses in the 
streets of acity is that they may be easily de- 
scribed and easily found, and the system that 
will best accomplish these objects should be 
adopted. That which is commonly known as 
the Philadelphia plan, giving 100 numbers to each 
block, wherever it can be made applicable. is un- 
doubtedly the best system yet devised. It 
has been adopted in many of the large 
cities of the country and is now in usein this 
city in ail that portion ef the South Division 
lying south of Twelfth street,and,so far as 
known, has been found entirely satisfactory 
wherever tried. The system has generally been 
used where the cross streets were known by 
numbers, as they are south of Twelfth street. the 
especial aavantage being that the number of the 
cross street used as a prefix becomes a part of 
the house numberin the block adjojning, thus 
denoting the exact location. I would rétommend 
thé extension of this system to all the remaining 
parts of the city, using the section line streets as 
a skeleton or frame work. I believe it could be 
made to apply quite as well to the east and west 
as to the north and south streets. 

“To illustrate: Assuming thatfor the north 
and south streets a diyiding or base line will be 
established somewhere near tne river, from 
which line the numbering wili begin for the 
streets running north as well as for the streets 
running south, the first section line street north 
of this base line would be Chicago avenue, the 
second North avenue, thé third Fullerton avenue, 
fourth Belmont avenue, etc. Commencing with 
No. 1 at the base line allot 1,000 numbers to each 
mile. From this base line up to Chicago avenue 
the numbers would be under 1,000, from between 
Chicago and North avenues between 1,000 and 
2,000, between North and Fullerton avenues be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000, and so on. Allowing as 
nearly as possible 100 numbers to a block and put- 
ting alleven numbers on the west side of the 
street, as is now done in the South Division, would 
give nearly a perfectsystem. In the number 
of any house each figure would have a meaning 
and would give precise information. For in- 
stance, take a number, say No. 3215 Wells street. 
The figere 3 would show that the house was three 
miles north of the base line, the figure 2 that it 
was two blocks north from the section line, and 
figures 1 and 5 would denote the position of the 
house in the block and that it was on the east 
side of the street. 

‘*For the east and west streets I would adopt 
precisely the same plan, beginning at the most 
easterly point within the city limits, which would 
be near the harbor of South Chicago, numbering 
toward the west, allotting 1,000 numbers for each 
mile and commencing a new thousand at each 
section line. , State street being the fifth section 
line street the numbers between State and Hal 
sted streets would be between 5,000 and 6,000, be- 
tween Halsted street and Ashiand avenue be- 
tween 6,000 and 7,000, etc. 

“With this system adopted’ throughout the 
whole city the num@oer of a house would give ex- 
act information as to its location. We should 
soon ali come to know which are we section iine 
streets and thata number on an east and west 
street, between 5000 and 6000 for examp!e, must 
be between State and Halsted strects, and that 
this would be equaliy true were the house in 
South Chicago, or in Edgewater, or anywhere be- 
tween those extremes. 

‘The nerth and south streets in the South 
Division conform so nearly to the system here 
proposed that it would not be necessary to make 
any change in their present numbcrings; im fact, 
it would hardly be possible to do so white the 
streets are named by number as at present, and 
on the West Siae, south of Twelfth street, prova- 
bly the same system would have to be adopted. 

“There would be found some obstacles In 
working out the details of this plan, but | do not 
think they would be serious. For instance, in 
places there would be fouud more than ten 
blocks in * mile, but where this occurred the 
blocks would be necessarily short ones and a 
hundred numbers would have to reach over two 
of them. Five hundred will cover a mile of 
street, giving a numberto each twenty feet, 
allowing 280 feet street space unnumbered, so 
there will be plenty of margin. To those un- 
familiar with this system, the use of the large 
numbers might at first seem an objection, Dut in 
practice thisis not found to be the case. In 
speaking the number it is divided, as 5,024. would 
be * fifty twenty-four,’ the first two figures giving 
the general location of the house and the last 
two its specific. location in its own block. * 

The plan is similar to that discussed heretofore 
by the committee, excep: that it provides 1,000 
numbers to the mile instead of 8). The com- 
mittee decided to work ucder this plan, but 
stands ready to examine and adopt another if it 
has superior advantages. The committee expects 
to complete its work during the week,

Engineer Twombley and Condactor Bu- 
ford Indicted. 

The grand jury made its final report to Judge 
Baker yesterday and adjourned for the term. 
Among the indictments reported the last hour 
were seven against Engineer Seth Twombiley and 
Conductor Charlies Buford, charging them with 
the murder of the seven victims of the Rock Isl- 
land disaster at Englewood. Judge Baker fixed 
the bail in each case at $25,000, a total of $175,000 
foreach man, and capiases were issued to the 
Sheriff for their arrest at 3 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

Touching the investigation of the Home for In- 
curables in connection with the death of an in- 
mate, Alexander Botten, the jurors reported 
that after hearing an army of witnesses they 
could find no necessity for action. 


Alfred Post Sues the “ Journal.” 

Alfred Post of Freight Claim Bureau fame be- 
gan suit in the Circuit Court against the Chicago 
Lvening Journal and John R. Wilson, publisher 
of the paper, for $50,000 for alleged libel. Wednes- 
day afternoon the /vuraal published 4 ¢pecial 
article purporting to give a list of names of men 
in Chicago whom Post was alleged to bave duped 
in his freight claim speculations. Mr. Post said 
in Gen. Stiles office: “It is about time the pa- 
pers letupon me. I haven't swindled or duped 
anybody, and the Journal will be given a chance 
to prove its allegations.”’ Gen. Stiles said the 
defendants would find it hard to prove the 
charges. He said Post emphatically denied 
the accusations in the article. He 
contended that Post's freight-claim bureau was 
conducted on principles which are in vogue in 
numerous other enterprises, notably stock and 
grain brokerages. During the trial of the suit of 
Riddle vs. Post it was intimated that Post's in- 
vestors knew well what they were about, and the 
young financier if he can prove this can prove that 
they were not his *“‘dupes.”’ In one of his letters 
hesaid: * Every investor knows that bribery 
was resorted to.’ 


A Great Saving in Gaa. 

The settlement which was made Friday be- 
tween the city and the Gas Trust of the munici- 
pal gas problem means a saving of from $125,000 
to $150,000 to the city and just that much less for 
the stockholders of the big trust. The negotia- 
tions have been underway fora month. The 
price heretofore paid by the city averaged $24.25 
per lamp per year. while the contract price in 
Lake was $27.50, in Lake View 826.50, and in 
Hyde Park $26. The numberof gaslamps in tne 
old city 1s 20,000 and in the annexed towns about 
4,000. The price agreed upon is #0 per lamp, 
and it not only applies to the old city but to the 
annexed portions as well. As nocontract was 
entered into with the city for 1889 the new price 
will be operative since Jan. 1 last, while in the 
annexed towus where there are contracts it will 
commence with Oct. } uit.

Winding Up the Campaign in a Blaze of 
Glory—Both Parties Aggressive. 

Cixcinnati, O., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—This 
town is laboring under more political excite- 
ment tonight,than on the eve of any State 
election since 1575.

Cox as the 
keeper of alow dive and a bad man gener- 
ally. Cox is President of the Young Men’s 
Biaine Club and oil inspector of the State, to 
which he was appointed by Gov. Foraker. 

The interest in the result of next Tues- 
day’s contest is almost unprecedemed,.. The 
betting 1s in favor of Foraker, odds of 5 to 4 
being offered, with no takers. Congressman 
Boutelle of Maine and Gen. George A. Sher- 
idan spoke at: Gov.

The meet- 
ing broke upia agrand row and the clas- 
sicals left the hallina body, declaring that 
they would not abide by tne decision of the 
majority. This led to serious results and the 
unfortunate classical when surrounded by a 
band of the opposition generaliy lost her col 
ors. This battle of the colors is likely to go 
ou for some time and to be waged with much 
fervor. 

A Dry Goods Firm Aasigns.

The liabilities 
are $100,000.

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THE GERMAN EMPEROR ARRIVES IN 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 


He Is Received with Koyal Ronors by the 
Sultan — The Empress to Inspect the 
Harem of the Royal Turk—Significance 
of the Emperor's Visit to Constantinople 
—Discussing the New Socialist Bill Now 
Before the Reichatag. 

[Cc pyrigh!, 1889, by the New York Assoctated Press.) 

BERLIN, Nov. 2.—Emperor Wiiliam tele- 
graphed to Prince Bismarck today as follows: 

YILDIZ Kiosk, 11 «. m.—Have just arrived 
here. Fine weather. View beautiful beyond 
aescription. 

Other official dispatches give a detailed ac- 
countof the meeting between the Turkish 
fleet and the German ships Kaiser and Ho- 
heuzollern at the entrance to the Dardaneiles. 
It was a striking spectacle. Ine passage 
through the struits was made under a con- 
tinuous roll of salutes from the forts. On 
entering the Sea of Marmora Said Pasha, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Kdhem Pasha, 
formerly Grand Vizier, and Herr von Rado- 
witz, German Ambassador, left the Suitan’s 
yacht, Izzedin, and were received by 
the Emperor on the Kaiser. Lunch- 
eoh Was served on board the UGer- 
man warship, The Empress was invis- 
ible, as she was again suffering from sea 
sickness, although the passage had been 
calm. The vessels proceeded and were 
sighted off the entrance to the Bosphorus at 
10 occlock. A large number of vessels, gayly 


decorated, followed the German ships to the . 


where the Sultan, 
Ministers and the 
officials, awaited the 

Emperor. ‘Upon his 
arrival Emperor.. Wiluam was cordially 
greeted by the Sultan. After partaking of 
refreshments the-two monarchs drove to the 
Yildiz palace in a carriage under the escort 
of a squadron of cavairy. ‘The Sultan 
and the .Embress sat’ on one_ side 
and Emperor William and Prince Henry 
on the -other. ‘The Sultan exchanged 
a few phrases in French with each ol 
the guests and then relapsed into absolute s1- 
lence. Baton von Radowitz, acting under in- 
structions from Prince Bismarck, will attend 
With Said Pasha the business interviews Dbe- 
tween the monarchs. 

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE VISIT. 

The semi-ofticial press of Berlin no longer 
denies the political-importence of the visit. 
The Nerth German Gazette of tonight states 
that if the intentions of the Emperor are 
realized the conference at Constanti- 
nople will create fresh guarantees 
of peace based upon the general prin- 
ciples of fPrince’ Bismark’s policy, and 
wil strengthen the Dreibund and further 
assure the well-being anc prosperity of ,the 
fatherland, adding to Germany’s debt of 
gratitude to the Kaiser. Other papers com- 
pare the present meeting with the Emperor’s 
‘isit to Osborne house, drawing the infer- 
ence that the result will be a similar entente 
cordiale. The franknessof these admissions 
of inspired organs is partly due to offi- 
cial advices from St. Petersburg that the 
Czar has relapsed under Pan-Siavist influ- 
ences; that tue changes.that were in prog- 
ress to eliminate the war advocates from the 
Czar’s council ‘and entourage have been 
countermanded; that tbe German-hating 
press has resumed its former Hostile attitude, 
und that everything is the same as before 
the Czar’s. meeting witn Prince Bismarck. 
The Czar’s ill-humor causes no disappoint- 
ment here. 

THE EMPRESS IN THE HAREM. 

The incidents attending the Empress’ visit 
to the royal harem are awaited with interest. 
The daughter of the Turkish Minister at 
Rome and the daughter of Astin Pesha, both 
of- whom speak French, will ‘attend 
the Empress throughout her stay 
in the Turkish capital. A gorgeous 
Kaix, propelled by ten oarsmen, will convey 
the harem gardens. 
The walls of the cabins of the Kaix are cov- 
ered with mirrors. The furniture is finished 
an blue velvet and gold. The oarsmen 
will wear garments of white silk with 
goid embroideries. The Sultan, attended 
by Kuslaraga, chief of the eunuchs, 
will receive the Empress on cisembarking 
and conduct her to the entrance tu tne Be- 
raglio, where he will leave her, after intro- 
ducing his mother, the Sultana Valide. The 
seven recognized wives ofthe Sultan, all 
mothers of Princes, attended by 
odalisque suites, will receive the Em- 
press in the grand salon. The other 
women of the harem will be excluded. The 
visit will last three hours. A musical enter- 
tainment will be given, during which coffee 
will be served, and thee Empress will then 
make a tour of the apartments and grounds. 

KALNOKY AND PRINCE LABANOFFPF., 

Count Kalnoky, before leaving Vienna, 
had a tong conversation with Prince Laba- 
noff, the Russian Ambassador, through whom 
he learned that tne Czar had resumed his 
pohcy of opposition to any form of settie- 
ment in Bulgaria which excludes Russia’s 
claim to the right to select the head 
of tne Government. “Prince Labanoff’s 
commubpnication amounted to a veto 
from tbe Czar of Count Kalnoky’s project 
for the recognition of Prince Ferdinand as 
ruler of Bulgaria, and impiied also the defin- 
itive rejection of Prince Bismarch’s scheme, 
Iu official circles the conviction prevails that 
the Chancellor will henceforth abandon all 
efforts to conciliate the Czar. : 

‘Apart from political matters concerning 
tho Dreibund Count Kalinoky’s mission re- 
lates to the formation of a customs union be- 
tween the German and AuStro-Huogarian 
Empires. The existing commercial tr eaties 
with Austria expire in 1802. The treaty of 
Frankfort, in which Germany granted 
France, in perpetuity, the most favored 
nation treatment, appears to be 15 the way of 
an Austro-German zollverein. 

FERDINAND AND LOUISE. 
The marriage of Prince Ferdinand to Prin- 
cess Louise of Orleans, daughter of the 
d’Aiencon, depends upon the resuit 
the : Fmedrichsruhbe conference. The 
mother of Priccess Louise, tne Bavarian 
Princess Sophie, is & sister of the Empress of 
Austria. Emperor Francis Joseph withholds 
his approval of the marriage until Count 
Kalnoky reports the results of his intervisw 
with Prince Bismarck.

@rallvy governed ‘the €hair. 

Aid.’ Haynes desired to ask a pointed ques- 
tion. “‘Is it or is it not true, us rumor has 
it, that there has already been a repdrt»made 
Out by the Chair with the intention of cram- 
Ming it down the throats of thiscommittee?’’ 

Chairman Harris denied that there was 
anything in the story. He would be gov- 
erned by the majority of the committee. 

The air was getting warm and some of the 
members began to get interested. Ald. Mad- 
den said that for one he did not propose-to 
allow the chair to dictate to the committee 
what it should do.. The members had some 
rights and he proposed to stand up for his. 

Ald. Rvan charged that Ald. Madden was 
attempting to create a disturbance. An 
argument was necessary and he wanted to 
hear some attorneys who were present on 
the subject. 

The Chair peured oil on the troubled waters. 
He exspiained that he had no desire to do any- 
thingthat was not wanted by the majority. 
He dit not care to dictate and had not thought 
of such a thing, 

ROESING’S POSITION. 

Treasurer Koesing’s attorney, Francis Ad- 
ams Was invited to give the committee some 
light, and Mr. Adams proceeded to do so by 
pading irem a twenty-seven-page book 
yhich he had written and had printed on the 
gu bject. 

In the course of his talk Mr. Adams said: 

No one has poi nteg out in the National-Bank 
act any Words conferring or purporting to con- 
fer on National ‘banks power to execute bonds 
to secure depesits.. It is not claimied that such a 

power is expressly conierred. On the contrary, 
it is admitted that it is not: Mr. Hutchinson, 
the Corporation Counsel, in his opinioh of May 
15, 1559, ¢ubmitted to the Judiciary Committee of 
the Council, says: “1 think a National bank can 
enter into such a bond. Ithas not eXpress au- 
thority in terms by charter so to do,”’ ett. (Coun- 
cil proceédings, 1589, p. 106.) Neither does Judge 
Trunrbuli in nis opinion recently reported to the 
Councii’claim that a National bank is expressly 
authorized by the National Banking law to ex- 
ecute a bond to secure deposits. These gentle- 
men coincide in the opinion that if the power ex- 
ists atall it exists only by implication and as 
mecessarily incidental to the banking business. 
An implied power, or one which exists by neces- 
sary implication, is a power necessary to carry 
into effect ah expressly granted power. 

it certainly will not be contended by the Cor- 
poration Counsel orany fair-minded mano that 
the Councii should accept the bonds if it believes 
the banks have-not the lawful power to execute 
them, even thought it were clear, which itis not, 
that the courts»vould hoid that the banks could 
not after receiving deposits on the faith of them 
set up their want of power to execute them. 

Whatis the present seeurity of the city for 
the safe keeping of city mohey, and what will be 
its security if the proposed chanye shall be con 
sumated? This is certainly a legitimate inquiry 
for the committee. The city nroney is now in 
the custody of the City Treasurer. He has given 
bond to the city in the penal sum of #10,v0),000, 
conditioned among other things for the. sufe- 
keeping and the payment over of the money, 
as proviaed by law. ‘The Treasurer himself is 
personally liable, and: each of these sixteen 
sureties on his official bond is liable to the extent 
of the full penalty of the bond, $10,000,000, fér 
every dollar in his (the Treasurer's) custody. The 
Treasurer deposits the moneyin different banks 
to his credit as Citv Treasurer. ‘These banks are 
directly liable to him and mediately, through 
him, to the city. if the proposed change shall 


,be made what will be the effect. on the city’s 


security? 
[THE EFFECT. 


Neither the Treasurer nor the sureties of his 


“ piicial bord will be liable for the safe-keeping of 


money @eposited in the designated banks, on the 
hypothesis that the ordinance designating the 
banks is valid. As to ail money so deposited 
the bonds of the banks will stand in the piace of 
the Treasurer’s officiat bond, and he and his 
sureties will be reieased as to the deposited 
money. Thisis the view taken by the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, and is beyond question the law. 

While the money remains in the custody of the 
Treasurer these sixteen sureties are each liable 
for alkmoney in the custody of the Treasurer to 
the extent of $10,000,000, the penalty of the Treas- 
vrer’s bond, but if the bank-bonds shall be 
accepted and the money deposited as provided 
by the ordinance, each one of these sixteen sure- 
ties willoniy be liable for the deposits to the 
extent of $2,500,000, the penaity of the bank 
bonds. The result of the proposed change if 
made may be summarized as fgllows: 

1. The City Treasurer, who is reputed to be 
worth $1,000,000 or over, will no Jonger be hable 
for the safe-keeping: of the mouey ‘deposited in 
the designated banks, 

9 The liability of the sureties on the . Treas- 
urer’s official bond for the safe-keeping of the 
city’s moneys will be reduced 75 per cent. 

3 Four millions of. the money will be depos- 
ited on the faith of the reduced security in four 
banks, the combined capital of which is wnly 
$2) TUL, 000. 

The proposition is thus one which no business- 
men desiring to avoid the reputation of being a 
fool would consider serious sly even fora moment 
were the’ safety of his own money involved, and 
I cannot believe that tne C ity Council will ac- 
cede to it by approving the bonds in question. The 

embers of the City Council who voted against 
the passage of the ordinance of May 23, 1859, des- 
jgnating the banks, have solid ground on which 
to stand. The public cannot, with an jntelligent 
‘understanding of the matter, do otherwise than 
approve of their course. As to other members 
of the Council whoin good faith sought to pro’ 
mote what they supposed to be the interests 
of the city, and, uninfluenced by ulterior consid- 

erations, voted for the ordinance. I am persuad- 
ed that they did«so without sufficient informa- 
tion or reflection, and that upon further consid- 
eration and better information in respect to the 
subject matter they will vote against the ap- 
provul of the bonds and thus refuse to make the 
ordinance practically operative. 

WANT TO SEE THE BIDs. 

Ald. Haynes said if there was any interest 
to. be paid on the people’s money he wanted 
to see it go to the people, but the committee 
having it in charge should present to tne 
Judiciary Committee any proposition for in- 
terest which it may possess.. He therefore 
moved an adjournment until next Monday at 
9 o'clock to give the Mayer, Controiler, and 
Chairman of tne Finance Committee a chance 
to present any propositions from the banks 
for interest which they may have received. 

Ald. Madden and Kinney opposed tbe mo- 
tion, ciaiming _that the Sate matter before 
the-committec was the legality of the bonds, 
as the Council had already passed upon and 
accepted the bids of the banks, but they were 
in the minority and the motion of Ald.

Heavy Advance in Iron Rates. 
PittsspuRG, Pa, Nov. 2.—The iron manu- 
facturers of this city are much put out at the 
action of the railroad authorities in ordering 


iron tariff to the ofticial classification. This 
action by the railroads means an advance in 


14 per cent over existing rates, 
thing over’ 40 per cent on the special rate 
that obtained from June 8 to Sept. 16 of the 
present’ year. The restored tariff is to go 
into effect on the 18th inst., and in conse- 
quence the iron manufacturers déclare that 
the railroads will ruin their business. The 
railroad people, on the other hand, justify 
tneir action upon the ground of tne im- 
proved tone of the market of 
figures in support of their position. They 
argue that they only follow the trade, mak- 
ing their rates for carrving correspond with 
the fluctuations of the market, and that the 
advance. in freight rates has not been as 
great proportionately as the advance in 
prices in manufacturers’ iron.

THE REMEDY FOR THE SMOKY CHIM- 
NEYS OF THE CITY POINTED OUT, 


Investigation Shows That Careful Firing 
andthe Proper Appliances to Regulate 
the Draft Will Prevent the Evil—How 
This Can Be Done Effectually — The 
Mayor and sum axyoel Daeg Put op 
War Paivt. 


It is not the smoke of one chimney but the 
aggregate of many that causes all the trouble 
in Chicago; and, on the other hand, it is not 
enough that the smoke nuisance be abated in 
one chimney, for until it is done away with 
in all there will be more or less complaint ail 
the time. Itis with the view of bringing 
about that desirable end that Tuz TrispuNne 
has pursued its investigations, and in the 
hope that tne public will be benefited that 
the investigations are published. 

The résult of the investigation yesterday 
is conclusive evidence that an intelligently 
regulated draft, together with careful firing, 
is the winning combination, and if adopted 
by engineers and firemen throughout the 
city the @moke nuisance will only have a 
place in history. Too much air admitted 
through the door chills the boiler; too little 
chokes the fire. No better iliustration of 
how a well reguiated draft borings about 
perfect combustion can be had than 
that of the Argand burner. There is no 
¢moke and no odor as long as the air is per- 
Initted to enter through the perforated 
plate below éhe light. but the moment the 
draft becomes, choked taat inoment there is 
both and life ig made miserabie until the 
free circulat:on of air is restored. The vital 
principle of the burners the properiy regu- 
lated draft, insuring perfect combustion. 
The same prihciple governs in all. furnaces, 
and when people begin using furnace doors 
calculated to regulate the draft ttLen they 
will get perfect cumbustion and a conse- 


A year’s saving as the result of perfect com- 
bustion would pay for half a dozen doors to 
a boiler. 

Just what constitutes a perfect furnace 
door can only be determined by experiments 
With the best known up to the present time, 
but taking the results attained by the engi- 
neers in some of the largest establishments 
in the city there are two devices that seem 
to answer better than the ochers., One is 
used in conjunction with a jet of superheat- 
¢d steam, and the other without it. The 
door: of the first one is hingel on the 
side and swings outward. The draft 
aperture is generally square, the volume of 
fir admitted being regulated by a swinging 
plate which just fits the aperture. The steam 
jet is biown in over the fire froth above the 
door and assists the draft. This 1s the de- 
vice used by J. V. Farwell & Co. under their 
eight bdilers. [t is found to work excellently, 
but it Fegquires the assistance of the fireman, 
neverthciess. The grates are of the Gulick- 
s0n pattern, the ashes being shaken down 
by the alternate, bars moving vertically. 
THE FIREMAN SHOWED THE WAY TO DO IT. 

The fireman explained that he fea fuel 


clean he got nearly perfect combustion. He 
fired up for ‘the reporter’s benefit and tae 
latter saw -for himseif through an aperture 
behind the surface that the smoke disap- 
peared in about three seconds. The draft in 
the furnace door was properly set at the 
time. The next test was with the draft closed 
and there was biack smoke until compassion 
for the peeple on the street dictated that 1t 
be shut off. 

The other device was found at the whole- 
sale house of Marshall Field & Co. This is 
used witnout the steam jet, and as far as 
practical results are concerned seemed in 
every way the equal of the other. The door 
is hinged at the front and top, and raises up- 
ward and inward. It stand at an angie of 
45°{whenin position, and leaves an open space 
of perhaps an inch and a half at the bottom. 
The surface of the fire is nearly level, 
and the draft sweeping in through this 
space carries the flame and smoke against a 
superheated fire-brick arch. ‘This arch per- 
forms the double function of roiling the 
smoke back over the fire where it is con- 
sumed, and of preventing cold air from 
striking tne boiler when the door is opened 
to begin firing up. This device, the engineer 
explained, was used under the firm’s thirty 
boilers, but as satisfactory as worked 
it could, nevertheles, be rendered useless 
by negligent firemen. His idea was that firing 
was 75 per cent of the whole business—draft 
being the remaining 2% percent. This de- 
vice is aiso in use in the Tacoma Building 
and in the Reaper Block, in both of which it 
is found,to work with satisfaction. 

Engineer Furcleff at the Phelps, Dodge & 
Palmer Building gets along without the use 
of steam, but gencrally makes smoke when 
firing up. It was the cloua of smoke pour- 
ing out of the chimney that led to the repor- 
torial visit. The engineer said he had no 
trouble unless he crowded his fires, and 
found that by admitting two parts of air un- 
. der aud one partot air above > his fires that be 
got nearly perfect co™ >ustion. He uses a 
door with the circular aperture, but did not 
think it was as desirable as the one with the 
square aperture. 

The Ritter furnace is in use at the Rookery 
‘Building, but as the ordinary door is used 
nothing could be learned there about drafts. 
Thereis always more or less smoke, how- 
ever. 

INSPECTOR GENUNGS’ REPORT. 

Smoke Inspector Genung has made a re- 
port to the Mayor of a successful test of a 
smoke consumer on the ‘eight boilers at- 
tached to the West Side Pumping W orks, 
which the public has always considered the 
worst smokers in the entire city. itisa St. 
Louis device and is described by Mr. Genung 
as follows: 

‘The system is the injection of super- 
heated steam witha proper quantity of at- 
mospheric air, thereby creating a water gas, 
and in that condition injecting it mto tue 
combustion chamber, preventing the gencera- 
tion of smoke.,’’ 

The boilers, Mr. Genung says, *are the 
largest in the West, consuming fifty tons of 
coal everv twenty- -four hours. The quantity 
of -smoke, therefore, is proportionately 
larger than from a business’ house 
where’ only one or two 0boilers are 
in use. The. result of the 
that the smoke was reduced from 80 to 90 
per cent, as shown by reports from different 
sources. Thisis considered equalto a com- 
plete abolition of smoke. The report shows 
that the steam-making qualities of the coal 
were increased to a considerable extent. 
The Mayor promptly ordered the device put 
on the tour additional boilers at tke same 
works, which are used only when some of 
the others are disabied. 

Another plan for doing away with smoke 
has impressed the Mayor ana Mr. Genung to 
such’an extent that it will be thoroughly 
tested. It is called a cyclone atomizer, and 
1s a patented device which pulverizes the fuel 
to a consistency of flour. As it is pulverized 
a blast forces it through a screen into the- 
firebox, where the dust is instantly con 
sumed; and it is claimed that no smoke is 
made by the combustior. 

Commissioner of Health Wickersham has 
given Inspector Genung. orders to proceed 
With the prosecution o! cases of violations of 
the smoke ordinance. The order further 
provides that it must not be the: oid style of 
prosecuting but never collecting the fines, 
but that suits must be brought every forty- 
eight hours until the nuisance is abated. It 
is naintaired by the department that there 
are at least half a dozen appliances which du 
away with at least 90 per cent of the smoke. 


BITTER CRUSADE AGAINST CATHOLICISM. 


Career of the Rev. Mr. White, Who Was 
Driver from His Pulpit in Kansa:. 

BLOOMINGTON, LL, Nov. 2.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. J. G. White, the anti-Catholic advocate 
whose speech at Axtell, Kas., created .a dis- 
turbance in a Methodist church and the call- 
ing out of a company of militia, resided here- 
abouts for thirty years. He is a Cumber- 
land Presbyterian minister and is the pastor 
of the church at Stanford, near thiscity. He 
has devoted his life to a crusade against the 
Catholic church, both as a preacher and as 
a writer, and nas been the occasion of a great 
number of disturbances in all parts of the 
country. Twenty years ago he created a dis- 
turbance in this city by speeches on the 
streets and/inanall. It is doubdtful which 
are the more obnoxious to Catholics, White’s 
speeches or his books.

BETTER THAN A GOLD MINE, 


The Enormous Profits Made by Opium 
Smugglers. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 31.—It is apparent 
that a gang of smuggiers here has for six 
months been making a handsome profit out 
of the opium trade, and an investigation has 
brought to light figures which place the loss 
to the Government through fraud at nearly 
$400,000. It has been an open secret that 
smugglers. are, constantiy working this port 
to avoid duly on the drug, which amounts to 
$410 a box, but the extent of the loss-to the 
Government has never before been ascer 
tained, 

The largest firm in China exporting opium 
is the house of Sing Wo & Co. of Hong Kong. 
They export three-fourths of tne opium sent 
out from China, ahd consumers of the drug 
in this country, as a rule, will us@ only the 
Sing Wo brand. Upon the sailing of every 
steamer from China to San Francisco the 
company forward to its agentsin this city a 
detailed statement of the amount of opium 
smpped. A prominent Chinese merchant in 
this city has taken aa inventoryof the ship- 
ments made by Sing: Wo & Co. 1m 1888 and 
for the present year. 

Last year 1,845 boxes were shipped, in the 
first six monthsof this year 840 boxes, and 
since July 1 83 boxes. The figuresof the 
Custoni-House demonstrated that scarcely 
any opium has been received here througa 
the Custom-House. 

There is no decrease in the amount of 
opium consumed. On the other hand, it is 
to be presumed that the consumption is creat- 
erthan ever, and as the smugglers furnish 
all opium not brought through the Custom- 
House the ring has, during the last six 
months, been making a profit of over $92,000 
&@ month, 


AN IMPORTANT MICHIGAN DECISION, 


The Law Authorizing the Adoption of Chii- 

dren Declared to Be Unconstitutional. 

LANsIna, Mich., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—In its 
decision in the case of The People vs. Cong- 
don etal. the Michigan Supreme Court has 
declared null and void a law which was con- 
tinuously in force from 1861 to 1887. The ac- 
tion of the court in declaring the law uncon- 
stitutional will be .far-reaching in its effects, 
as it practically disinherits every adopted 
child who becaaie the heir of its foster par- 
ents during the twenty-six years, and will 
imperil many vested rights. The act is No. 26 
of the session laws of 1561, and the court 
Suys it is plainly in violation of the Constitu- 
tional provisions taat the object of the act 
shall be expressed in the title. The title 
reads: “An act to provide for changing the 
names of minor adopted children and other 
persons,’’ and contains no mention of the 
fact that the adoption shall ‘constitute the 
child an heir at law, although the body ‘of 
the act s0 provides. The court says in sub- 
stance 

“It is claimed that the longstanding of the 
law without question and the many vested 
rights of jong existence under it should be 
weighed in its favor, and that it should be 
saved if possible. The case at issue, how- 
ever, involves present rights of great im- 
portance to the parties interested, and we 
cannot hesitate in obeying the mandate of 
the Constitution and declaring the statute 
null and void.”’

Eight Indians and a Mexican Prisoner Es- 
cape from Arizona Officers.

ous Notes. 

An unustally iarge number of transactions 
involving pieces of central property were 
consummated last week. This fact does not 
Warrant the conclusion, however, that the 

* market for inside properties was more active 
than in former weeks. Lhe sales finished 
Jast week have Jong been, in negotiation, as 
have also marily others, some of them more 
important than any yet completed. But we 
market itscif has undergone no changes. 


Brokers are still mournful over tne 
disparity between tne length of their 
lists of clients and =i that of the 


list of desirable properties which can be of- 
fered and delivered on payment of fixed 
prices. The latter list is grievously sbort. 
Investors want Chicago property, but bro- 
kers have almost nothing to offer, so they 
complain that it is growing harder every day 
te bring an owner to defipicte terms even 
after he has committed himseif to a willing- 
ness to sell. Brokers lay a great deal of 
their trouble to the World’s Fair agitation, 
owners of down-town property having got 
an idew that its value will be sharply 
advanced by the Fair if held in this 
city. There’ is much skepticism among 
brokers and dealers on this point, however. 
It is generally admitted that the values of 
residence property weuld be improved tem- 
porarily if not permanently by the Fair, and 
that acre values will be enhanced, but it is 
doubted if the solid mass of business property 
will be lifted above its natural rate of increase, 
as buyers of this class of; property will not 
be easily deceived by the extraordinary rents 
received in an exceptional year. 
Transactions in vacant lands continue to 
be the most absorbing feature of the mar- 
ket. The activity im the southwest, which 
was described in some detail last Sunday, 1s 
unabated, and prices are jumping about in 
such. lively fashion that nobody can be cer- 
tain of the price at which he can buy a@ given 
piece of land, as owners are liable to change 
their views every twenty-four hours. Land 
around the Stickney track has been stimu- 
lated by rumors’ of contemplated improve- 
ments involving an~ outlay of several 
miilion dollars, and other localities 
are booming either because of ~pro- 
jected manuiacturing enterprises or ~ be- 
cause of the expected construction of 
additional street and steam railway lines. 
North, south, and“west the same phenomena 
are noted—buyers putting up prices on one 
another and owners hoiding off with more 
Oriess indifference. Land syndicates have 
bécome so popular that it is becoming a ques- 
tion whether Cook County is going to have 
land enough to supply the public appetite. 
The appearance of these syndicates is not 
. uniformly welcomed by deaiers. Subdividers, 
of course, regard them with disfavor because 
they take out of the market many 
possible buyers of singie lots, and 
some of the more conservative dealers ex- 
press a fear that these syndicate operations 
will produce a speculative mania which will 
ultimately injure the real @state business. 
So far as the s¥ndicates are composed of men 
willing to build their own houses on the land 
bought this codperative method of purchase 
is cergainly to be encouraged, for lots are 
thus secured at half what the retailer charges; 
but when a syndicate buys simply for a prof- 
itabie turn in the market, the members ex- 
pecting to double their money in a few 
months, the operation.is no more promising 
or commendable than an outsider’s venture 
in the New York stock market.

VARIOUS DEALS OF THE WEEK. 

The most important deal of the week was 
H. H. Kohisaat’s ninety-nine-year lease of 
Judge Freer’s building and ground, 80x90 
feet, at the southwest corner 0f Monroe and 
Ciark streets. The lease is exceptional in 
one respect, since it gives the lessee the 
option of the property for an additional fifty 
years at a slight. advancein the rental, which 
for the first five years is to be $16,000 a year, 
for the second five $15,000, for eighty-nine 
years $25,000, and for fifty years, if the lease 
is continued, $30,000. Thus Mr. Kohlsait 
practically holds a 149year lease of one of 
the best corners in the city. This is not the 
longest lease of real estate made in the city, 
as a few ninety-nine-year leases contain pri- 
vileges of lease for a second period of ninety- 
nine years. The property has long been 
known as the Foote Biock, a building having 
first been erected on the grouad in 1562 by 
Starr Foote, who heid ttle from the 
Goverrment. The present structure . was 
erected after the fire by Judge Freer 
at a cost of $80,000, it being a 
four-story structure, with substantial walls 
and foundations capable of carrying two 
more stories. Mr. Kohlsaat, who binds him- 
séif under the lease'to improve the property 
within fcur years, will undghbtedly make the 
buildirg in every way worfy of its site. ine 
announcement of the deal took the street 
somewhat by surprise, as it was well known 
that Judge Freer would not sell and was not 
anxious to make alease. The deal. was’ en- 
tirely negotiated by the principats.. The terms 
of the lease give a valuation to the Clark 
street frontage of about $6,000 a foot, or about 
$66 per square foot for the mece. The deal is 
considered an advantageous one for both 
parties. 

The sale by the Peck estate of the proper- 
ty at the southeast corner of Randolph and 
Franklin streets, noted by Tue TRIBUNE last 
Sunday, went on record jast week, the buy- 
ers being Asa P: and DaVid Kelley and the 
consideration $200,000. The. property in- 
cludes 50x180 and a six-story brick buiiding, 
whico 1s occupied by Fuller & Fuller, whoie- 
sale druggists. The buiiding cost $83,000 in 
1882 and yields a net rental of $12,000, The 
saie was made by W. L. Pierce & Co., as- 
sisted by Mead & Coe. 

One of the noteworthy sales of the week 
was that of-the building numbered 81-87 
Madison street. The building has ua frontage 
of 80 feet and a depth of 165 feet, and stands 
on school pro y under a lease -subject to 
revaluation every ten years, the last vaiua- 
tion, made in 1585, having rated the ground 
at $3,000 per front foot. James Walsh, who 
leased the ground in 1876 and erected the 
present building, has sold the building and 
leasehold interest to Hannah & Hogg for 
$250,000. The building is not worth nearly 
thissum, but its new owners can, doubtieds, 
by improving it make it yield a fair return on 
their investment. 

Mons Anderson of La Crosse, Wis., has 
sold to John M. Gartside the property at Nos. 
23-25 Third avenue, west front, 70x99 feet, in- 
cluding a six-story brick building, for $70,000, 
The net rental is said to be $6,000, The gale 
was made by E. C. Ware. 

FAILURE OF A BIG SCHEME. * 


The southwest corner of Dearborn and 
Madison has for six months been tne subject 
of most ambitious schemes and the target for 
bids of half adozen syndicates. The negotia- 
tions have not been a secret in the market 
foralong time and have trequently been 
cited by the boomers of the market as ev1- 
dence that down-town corners had jumped 
several hundred per cent in value in the jast 
year. Now all the negotiations have ended 
in naught and tie corner is. as free from any 
chance of improvement as it was a year ago, 
In brief, about the tollowing was aceom- 
plished: Options were obtained by W. L. 
Pierce & Co. for ninety-nine year leases of 
the Hawley property at the corner at $25,000 
ay ear, of the Huiden property next west on 
Madison at $16,000, and of the Rosenfeid 
property, still further west, at $26,000, mak- 
ing the total annualrental of 145 feet on Mad- 
ison by 92 on Dearborn $67,000. The piece of 
land thus acquired while having a street 
frontage 145x92, would have a depth of 190 
feet on the west fifty feet, the Rosenfeld 
property measuring 50x190, while the Hoiden 
property measures 50x92, and the Hawiey 
property at the corner 45x. With money 
worth 5 per cent these figures would make 
the whole piece worth $1,340,000,°or about 
$9,000 per front foot on Madison street, or $74 
per square foot. The deal tinaliy fei! througn 
because of the exorbitant demands of ten- 
ants. The syndicate ‘last considering the op- 
tions represented theinterests of a newspaper 
company, and is saidto have been satistied 
with the terms, but when yarious tenants 
putin demands that aggregated $165,000 eash 
there was a fatal hitch. The syndicate had 
rough pians all prevared for a sixteen story 
building on the corner.

BOQDLERS’ ATTACKS ON SENNE. | 

A mendacious and scurrilous attack was 
mace on President Senne of the County 
Board yesterday in the junior Democratic 
organ. Because of its utter untruthfulness 
and sheer malignity there is a strong suspi- 


thieves and beodlers whom Mr. Senne has 
fought during the many years of his public 
life in the service of the county. | 

The principal points of the malicious article 
are these: (1) Mr. Senne is worth from $250,- 
000 to $350,000. (2) He could not have made 
that amount honestly. (8) He 1s unpopular 
with his neighbors. (4) Heis a pet of the 
Northwestern railroad company. 

There are some other charges, but they are 
too ridiculous for notice. | 

The answers to those stated are: (1) Mr. 
Senne is worth no such sum as $250,000. He 
does not own 1,200 acres of land around Des- 
piaines. He owns 550 acres. He owns no 
land in lowa. He owns some land in Minne- 
sota. He has no money of his own out at in- 
terest, as falsely stated. His coal and lumber 
yard would not bring $3,000 at a sale. 
Whatever he owns he has made by thirty- 
five years of toil and thrift and industry, 

When he came to this county in 1845 he in- 
vested $100 in eighty acresofland. He after- 
wards sola that !and at $50 per acre. Is he 
to be denounced for that rise in value? He 
reinvested the money in other land, which 
has increased in value, as all land in Cook 
County has done, Some of it he sold at as 
high as $600 per acre; some at $400 per acre: 
He put bis profits into land. He bought in 
Minnesota at $8 peracre. The land is worth 
four times that price now. Is he to be de- 
nounced for that! He has farmed well, kept 
country store, and has managea a lumbet 
and coal yard. He has been a sober, hard- 
working, econcmical man. He has lived 
frugaily, but has been far from stingy. His 
habits are temperate. Whatever wealth he 
has acquired he has honestly acquired. 

(2) Mr. Benne has been Supervisor and 
Justice of the Peace for his town fora num- 
ber of years. th. offices are elective. He 
is at present School Director and Chairman 
of the Trustees of his town. These factg 
prove the esteem in which he is held among 
his neighbors. He was nominated by accia- 
mation for Presidént of the County Board in 
two conventions of the Repubiican party. 
These things show how highly esteemed he 
is throughout the county. His delegate ticket 
was deieated by one vote in one precinct of the 
Town of Maine at the recent Republican 
primaries. His friends did not expect opposi- 
tion, otherwise his delegate ticket would 
have been elected by atwo to one majority. 

(8) The privileges which he enjoys from 
the Northwestern railroad company were 
granted to him twelve years ago. They are 
only such as the company would grant to any 
other reputable business-man under the same 

circumstances. The company never asked 
any favor at his hands. He has asked no 
undue favor from the company. 

These are the facts. 

Mr.Senne has served Cook County faithfully 
for over a dozen years. He was first elected to 
the County Board in 1876, reélected in 1879 and 
1882. He was defeated for renomination in 
1885 by such marplots and tricksters as those 
who now assail him, and the result was the 


election in the overwhelming Republican 


district of the Democrat Geils, afterward 
convicted of boodleism. When Geils was ex- 
pelied from the board Mr. Senne was recalled 
to the service of the county. During the 
boodle era of 1876-77, as during the bocdle ré- 
gime of 1384~’85, he tenaciously fought every 
scheme against the public welfare.

BOUNCED. 

That Michels, Cierk of the County Board, 
is troublesome to the boodle claim holders 
may be admitted. The fact was weil illus- 
trated recently and the story is well worth 
repeating here for the benefit of the tax- 
payers: : 

Chris Kelling, one of the favorite con- 
tractors of the boodle board, brought suit 
against Cook County for $14,500 for extra 
work on the Insane Asylum hospital kitchen 
after ‘the County Board had rejected the 
claim. County Attorney Bliss determined to 
resist, and employed Michels, who is not 
only a good clerk but a pretty good lawyer as 
well, to assist him. From the start Messrs. 
Bliss and Michels were hampered because 
some of the witnesses it was deemed 
necessary should be put on the :stand by 
the counjy entertained friendly feel- 
ings for other boodie claim holders. One 
of those witnesses was Fred Faber, 
the ‘melancholy Dane,” architect of 
the boodie trials. Faber, it appears, 
has become reconciled to the boodlers. He 
was an unwilling witness for the county. It 
was found difficult to serve him with a sub. 
pcena as a witness. Through the ingenuity 
and industry of Michels he was served one 


morning during the progress of the trial (at 


4 o'clock) as he was trying to slip out 
thrdugh the back door of his residence. 
Fabder’s testimony, taken in connection with 
other testimony obtained and collected by 
Michels, had the effeet of scaling down 
Kelling’s boodle claim. The jury in Judge 
Hawes’ court awarded him only $1,831. He 
claimed $14,500, 

But for Clerk Michels’ exertions and the 
honesty and legal skill of the County Attor- 
ney the full claim would have been allowed 
by the jury. Messrs. Bliss and Michels saved 
the taxpayers $12,669. 

The boodlers no doubt consider themselves 
so much’ out of pocket. They know, too, that 
as long as Bliss and Michels are in the 
county service every boodle claim will be 
fought as doggedly and as successfully as the 
Kelling claim was. If a bare majority of the 
McDonald nominees are elected Bliss will be 
dismissed because he is a Republican. But 
it is necessary to pledge the Democrats be- 
forehand against Michels in order to get rid 
of him in the: event of Democratic success.

A FREE TRADE CONTEST WITH ENGLAND. : 


The Chicago Herald (Degh. organ) says: 


The utter abolition of the protective -tariff 
would be the greatest material benefit that could 
descend upon any wage-worker or salary-earner 
in tne United States. Wages and salaries would 
not deciine. The tarif? never raisea wages. Its 
abolition could not reduce them. But the an- 
nihilation of this wicked and useless tax upon in- 
dustry ana consumption would instantly in- 
crease the purchasing power of wages and place 
more nearly on @n equality the man of work and 
the man of money.. 


‘* The utter abolition of the protective tar- 
iff’? is proposed for two purposes—viz.: to 
reduce the cost of goods to consumers in this 
country and also to make our manufactures 
so eheap that they.can be iaid down in the 
neutral markets of the world in competition 
with England. The United States is to defy 
the competition of Engiand botk at home and 
abroad. American manufacturers are to 
make their goods so cheap that they can un- 
aersell British competitors in this country 
and also invade the markets of other nations 
now monopolized by Great Britain and drive 
the Englishmen out by making “cut rates’ 
lower than they can stand. . Yet while Amer- 
ican manufacturers are to wage a war of 
cheapness against the British and drive 
them out of the markets of other countries 
by underselling them they are, says this 
Democratic organ, to pay high protection 
wages for the production of the goods which 
are nevertheless to be cheapened to an ex- 
traordinary degree! They are to pay nearly 
twice as high as any other country for labor, 
and sell the productions cheaper! Is any- 
thing more needed than the mere statement 
of such a proposition to expose its absurdity 
and dishonesty—vote humbugging decep- 
tion ?

their workmen and apply the economies they 
know so well how to use in waging an indus- - 
trial war against competitors. When this 
country proposes to beat England in a warof 
cheapness it will have a competitor not easily 
scared or drivén out of the field. 

The English are desperate fighters when a 
market is at stake, Jot Bull never sirug- 
gles harder or holds on longer than when a 
rival is attempting to beat him out of foreign 
trade by offering cheaper goods. His policy 
is to stamp out and destroy competition - at 
any cost. He will cut wages and expenses to 
the lowest point at which men can live and 
then sell bis goods at a loss for considerable 
periods of time before be will surrender a 
market. Americans, as arule, demand im- 
mediate profits, but the great object of the 
English is to conquer and drive out competi- 
tors and then hojd the market. 

If the United States manufacturers should 
declare a free-trade war against Knglish 
manufacturers the jatter would bend every 
effort and utilize all their advantages to the 
end of producing goods so cheap that they 
could undersell ‘Americans. If necessary 
they would cut their rate of wages again 
and again: Yet, with British rivals cut- 
ting wages and lowering cost of pro- 
duction so as to be able to undersell this 
country, itis pretended by the Hera/d that 
American manufacturers would go on pay- 
ing high protection wages and beat England 
in selling cheap goods! The plain truth is, 
that in such a free-trade contest the victory | 
would be won by the country which could 
get its labor costof production lower than 
the other. It would be a hard struggie, with 
each country trying to cut wages and prices 
lower than the other, and workmen in En- 
gland as wellas the United States would be 
forced to accept sweeping reductions in their 
pay, and work for just what would keep soul 
and body together. And yet the Hera/d and 
the other Democratic organs are exhorting 
the workmen to yote to sweep away all 
tariff protection and enter upon this des- 
perate struggle with British workmen, and 
are filling ‘them with the delusive notion 
that their wages will not be reduced, while 
the manufactured goods they may use will be. 
It is really wicked to overréach, fool, and 
entrap labor votes for its ticket by the use of 
such fraudulent arguments as the Hera/d is 
employing for that purpose. No confidence 
game is more dishonest. 


THE M’ DONALD NOMINEES’ PLEDGES, 

Clearly it is the intention of the Demo- 
cratic bosses to make the dismissal of Mr. 
Nic Michels from thé public service an issue 
in the county campaiga.

Since 
the Mayor took his seat he has been sur- 
rounded by a swarm of-yultures eager for 
prey. With the utmost exertions he has 
been unable to find places for more than half 
of them. At last they bave. said to 
him: “Here are a lot of working- 
“men who, while we have been work- 
‘“‘ing for the ‘party,’ haye been saving up 
‘““money, putting it into building associa- 
‘tions and making themselve¢ homes. While 
“we have been drinking whisky and beer 
‘for thesgood of the cause they have been

It is the demand of the drones 
that the working bees must take care of 
them, of the workers and heelers and saloon 

ummers that labor must clothe and feed 
them and fiil their guilets with rotgut. 

The building associations themselves are 
beginning to wake up to the gameof the 
Democrats. They say they do not like it and 
agree that this taxation of the mortgages 
they hold would be most injurious to them 
and also to the laboringmen who make up 
their membership. Therefore next Tuesday 
when tne men interested in these associations 
go to the polis it should be safe to say they 
will not cast their votes for County Commis- 
sioners whose first act would be to take steps 
for the assessment of everything in the form 
of a mortgage, whether given by a working- 
man on his cottage ana lot or a working- 
woman on her sewing-machine. 

By the present system of building and 
loan associations and moderately cheap 
money a man is able to get his house paid for 
in a few years. Anything which forces up 
the interest of the money he has to borrow 
of course lengthens the period for which he 
remains a debtor. If, instead ef paying 6 
percent a year for capital, under the Demo- 
cratic platform he will have to pay 8 or. 9, it 
will take him all the longer to get out of 
debt. This is what the Democratic platform

THE CRIMINAL COURT ROOM. 

The condigion of the Chminal Court room, 
in which the Cronin murder trial is now 
progressing, is no credit to Cook County. 
The apartment is too small for the, require- 
ments of such a trial. Counsel for the de- 
fense and prosecution, the jury, the prison- 
ers, and cue bailiffs are huddled into a space 
hardly fifteen feet square, so that the matter 
of private consultation between counsel on 
either side is well-nigh an impossibility, and 
any movement to and fro is always likeiy to 
interrupt the lawyer who may be speak- 
ing at the tme. The line of demark- 
ation between the jury and those in- 
side the bar and between prisoners and 
audience is scarcely,defined. There is no 
separation such as there should be between 
the component elements.of the great drama. 
All are huddled together in disgraceful con- 
tiguity. The acoustics of the. room, (small 
as it is; are so baa that it is difficult to hear 
any but loud-voiced speakers, and the diffi- 
culty is increased by the restiessness and 
confusion incidental to packing so many per- 
sons into so small a space. The wails are 
filthy, the tabies are filthy, ana the floor 
is filthy with the accumulated nastiness 
of years. The audiénce is seated upon 
benches black with filthiness, intensified 
by the odors from uncleaned  cuspi- 
dors. The ventilation' is abominable. If 
windows are opened they admit foul air on 
the one hand and street noises on the other, 
which conflict with hearing. The atmos- 
phere of the halls, the corridors, the small 
tucked-up ante-rooms, and the court room 
itself is stiffting and fetid. It could hardly be 
worse if the trial were held in an alley full 
of garbage, and the despair of the situation 
is that there does not seem to be any way of 
remedying it except by shutting the public 
out. Itis possible that if those engaged in 
the trial were robust, stalwart men of iron 
constitution they might get through without 
serious detriment to themselves, though no 
man who is not of cast iron mold could do it 
without having his heaith more or less af- 
fected. The jury is net am exceptionally ro- 
bust one, and few of the counsel can claim 
exemption from the effects of such an atmos- 
phere. One of the prominent lawyers for the 
State made the remark a day or two ago, “I 
expect we will ali be sick before this trial is 
over owing to this fetid atmosphere.” One 
of the prisoners is already sick, and the con- 
dition of the room in which he is forced to 
be present is not expediting his recovery. 
The triai should be conducted in some other 
apartment, and not another trial should be 
held in that room until it has been disin- 
fected and measures taken to secure proper 
ventilation. But what 1s the reason the 
court can not exclude the crowd of idle 
What good are they? They 
poison tre air, and it would be a favor to 
themselves to be excluded. 


THE PRICE OF GAS INTHE NEW WARDS. 

Some flourish of trumpets is made in the 
city Administration organs over the volun- 
tary (?) reduction of the price of gas to pri- 
vate consumers in the recently annexed 
suburbs by the Gas Trust An attempt is 
made in some’ quarters to claim it as a yic- 
tory for the Administration. 

Now, the facts are that reduction was not 
voluntary, and the Administration deserves 
no sort of credit for what has been done. 
On the contrary it is censurable for neglect 
of duty in the matter. When annexation 
was declared THe TrRiBUNEs pointed out that 
the reduction of the price of gas in the 
suburbs was inevitable. It was oneof the 
arguments urged by itin favor of annexa- 
tion that the price would be reduced if they 
were annexed. Mayor Cregier was requested, 
unofiicially, to demand a reduction for the 
annexed territory. He took no notice of 
the unofficial request. 

One week after the new Aldermen took 
their seats in the Couneil Ald. Kinney of 
the new Thirty-second Ward presented an 
order requesting the Mayorand the Con- 
troller to negotiate with the Gas Trust for 
uniform rates throughout the city. It ap- 
pears from Mr. Billings’ statement that both 
the Mayor and Controller disregarded this 
order and did nothing. According to the 
Mayor’s official organ— 


Mr. Billings , who has recently become the man- 
ager of the Gas Trust interest, surprised the city 
authorities somewhat by announcing that the 
order had gone forth reducing the price of gas to 
the outlying and annexed districts, which is real- 
ly the first practical result of the annexacion 
scheme as directly affecting the pockets of the 
city’s new residents. 


The Mayor and Mr. Onahan, then, did 
nothing. Why did tney not? 

And why has Mr. Billings “voluntarily” 
surrendered? Heis doubtless preparing for 
the next year, when there will be a strong 
demand for a reduction in the price of gas to 
$1 for private consumers and the public alike. 
He knows:that a majority of the new Alder- 
men would have to join in this demand if old 
prices were maintained. He also, doubtless, 
hopes that his “voluntary” concession may 
have some effect on the agitation for city gas 
works as projected by Ald. Dixon. Mr. Bill- 
ings has been a wise man in his day and isno 
fool now. 

But let credit for “ voluntary” concession 
be given where itis due. It belongs mainly 
to Ald. Kinney and his new colleagues, and 
primarily to Tue TRIBUNE. 


TROUBLE AMONG THE SOUTH CAROLINA 
PRESBYTERIANS. 

The evolution of Adam has~-broken out 
again among the South Carolina Presbyterians 
just at the time when they.supposed they had 
settled it. It will be remembered that Prof. 
Woodrow, late of the Theological Seminary 
of Columbia, was discharged from that insti- 
tution for heresy in declaring his conviction 


that Adam was evolved from protoplasm 


through a succession of long periods of time 
instead of in the manner usually creditea. It 
was supposed when they got rid of the pro- 
fessor that they were also rid of his danger- 
ous and incendiary doctrine anda that the 
students would no longer be tempted to dally 
with tne dogmas of Darwin and Huxley. 
But it now turns out that the professor’s 
evolution seed did not fail upon stony 
places. It has found lodgment in 
the minds of the students, and with natural 
youthful curiosity they are anxious to trace 
Adam back to his protoplasmic lair and 
watch his gradual unfolding. When Prof. 
Woodrow withdrew from the seminary he 
was promptly invited to take the unsectarian 
chair of science in the State University in 
the same city, and now the seminary stu- 
dents, tne future Presbyterian ministers of 
South Carolina, have in a body requested 
permission of their superiors to go to tne 
State University for instruction in scierce 
from their old professor. The authorities 
were dazed for a moment, as they thought 
that in firing Woudrow out they bad also 
fired out the evolved Adam, but promptly re- 
fused the request. It is now proposed to 
bring Woodrow before the synod and see 
what can be done with him, as he is still a 
Presbyterian minister. But even if he should 
be ejected as a minister and left as piain pro- 
fessor the complication will be none the less 
distracting unless they can find some means of 
disinfecting the students. There is infinitely 
more danger in sending out a whole squad of 
young Presbyterian brethren, firm ro the 
faith that Agam came from protoplasm, than 
there is in Prof. Woodrow’s remaining a 
minister. To aman up a tree it does not ap- 
pear to be of much importance whether 


whether fe was fabricated at one finishing 
stroke or whether he came on by degrees in 
the natural order of things. The evolution 
theory also disposes of that troublesome rib 
business and helps to settle many other ques- 
tions growing out of his environments and 
makes him tally with the scientific evidence 
as to the rocks, mountains, seas, and sub- 
sequent fauna and flora, But it goes with- 
out saying that a theological seminary can- 
not take this view of the matter or We ex- 
pected to side with the evolution heretics. 
The expulsion of Wocdrow from the pulpit 
is not going to help things, however, if these 
students go out into the world to spread his 
contagion. How they are to be estopped is a 
question of more importance thaa bow Prof. 
Woodrow is to be got out of the church,

GRIPMEN WHO WILL NOT STOP. 

Tue TRIBUNE printed yesterday an agcount 
of ex-Controiler Burley’s narrgw escepe from 
injury while trying to board a North Side 
cable-car which would. not stop for him or 
for a number of others who, like him, 
wanted to geton. This failure of the grip- 
man tostop for male passengers is the sub- 
ject of constant complaint. He is polite 
enough to women generally, and for them he 
will come to a dead halt. But it seems to be 
his impression that evervthing which wears 
pantaloons ought to have agility enough to 
jump on board if he will slacken up 
his eight mile an hour speed a little. 
It is unfortunately the case, however, that 
not all men are trained gymnasts. Some are 
old and infirm and some are rn ill-health. 
Some of them know the jaw, and are adware 
that if they are injured in trying to getona 
moving train and sue for damages tne 
courts will tell them they have been guilty 
of “contributory negligence,” aca that they 
had no business to try to get on before the 
car stoppea—but the car does not stop, Nor 
1s it always an easy thing for the young and 
vigorous to make a successful grab at th 
car railings as the train flies by, especially 
when it is a wet and muddy day and the 
steps are crowded. 

There are cases where it is clearly permis- 
sible for a gripman to stop for no one, not 
even @ woman with a bundle. When the 
trains get bunched the first one ought to be 
allowed to get as much ahead of the others 
asit can so that they may be more evenly 
distributed and not be running together the 
rest of the day. If tne first one stops it will 
be overcrowded and the following ones will 
beempty. There will be enough jumpers to 
fillup the first one. But it often haprens 
that the gripman will not halt even when he 
is running on his regular time and no near 
train behind him. If he is at Chicago ayenue 
and sees a car behind him at Divisiohb, which 
is about the regulation distauce, he sat- 
isfies himself with slowing up unless 
he sees a woman’s appealing umbrella 
stretched out to him. He is reiuc- 
tant to stop because he hates delays. 
He has a schedule to run on which is so close 
that if he slips behind much it is hard to 
catch up. If he falis behind half or quarter 
of an hour he gets through his work that 
much later. It is true that the company pays 
for this overtime, but it wants as little of it 
as possible, and the men knowit. Therefore 
they try to stick as close to the schedule 
time as they can. Furthermore, it is easier 
work to run with no stops than it is to be 
constantly coming to a standstill. 

If the company pleases it can end this 


“trouble whenever it wants to by making a 


peremptory order that a car shall stop for no 
one, vut run right on at full speed. But that 
will not be altogether satisfactory to the 
public, however it may be to the gripman, for 
nearly everybody is crazy to get on a car, and 
prefers it, though crowded, to footing it 
home, 


THE OTHER SIDE OF THE CALDWELL- 
MURAT AFFAIR. 

Give both sides a chance. Tus TRIBUNE 
has already commented upon the rupture of 
the Caldwell-Murat match from the point of 
view of the statements as made by the lady 
in the case, which were to the effect that the 
Prince had overcharged her for his title and 
that she would not get a quid pro quoif she 
accepted him upon the conditions which he 
offered. Now we have the Prince’s account 
of the negotiations, in which he appears as 
the victim of his close and sordid flancée. It 
is at least in his favor that his price was not 
above the market rate as fixed by his dis- 
tinguished contemporaries and quoted in the 
regular matrimonial stock list. Prince Hatz- 
feldt had his debts paid by Huntington, be- 
sides having a handsome allowance and 
future expectations. This is always consid- 


; ered a fundamental condition of the trade. 


Anotber point must be scored in Prince 
Murat’s favor. It has all along been 
assumed that Miss Caldweil rejected his 
proposition, but now iit appears it 
was ‘the Prince who rejected Miss 
Caidwell’s proposition. The mitten is not 
on his hand. He says she offered him noth- 
ing but a sea biscuit and he declined it. 
Again, it appears that they had had no talk 
about money affairs until it was time to 
draw up the settlements and name the cash 
considerations. The Prince had assumed his 
fiancée would be as generous as other Amer 
ican giris who are in the market buying 
titles and would not be mercenary enough to 
beat down the Prince or haggle about the 
goods. He thought she knew the price and 
wouid pay it at once and not try to bear the 
market. Here is his own description of the 
interview which resuited in the final separa- 
tion: 

I said nothing to my fiancée about money until 
Saturday. The lawyer called at her hotel, where 
we were all gathered, by appointment, to sign 
the settlements. I had expected to witneés on 
her part some signs of generous devotion. What 
do youimagine lsaw? That during my lifetime 
I was to receive 50,000 francs a year onty, and 
shouid she die before me, leaving no heirs, the 
money was all to revert to her family. 

“ Madam,”’ I said, “you dereive yourself 
greatly. Lam not an Italian. French Princes 
are quoted much higher in the matrimonial 


stock list,” end with my most distunguished sal- 
utations I left, 


Miss Caldwell, in addition to the $10,000 
allowance a vear, had offered to dress him 
and pay his legitimate club dues. It must 
have required considerabie courage for this 
60-year-old fellow, harassed with debts, to 
resist the offer, but hedid so with Gallic 
courtesy and Spartan firmness. Unquestion- 
ably he will be applauded by his princely 
contemporaries who are in the market, and 
undoubtedly in view of this attempt to beat 
down prices and depreciate their value the 
next wé shall hear is that.they have formed 
a trust, cornered the titles, and rushed up 
the prices. Miss Caldweli\has not done 
American girls who are chasing titles any 
service. The high and impecunious jinks 
will set a bigger price upon themseives, for 
they know they must be had, andif they 
only hold out stiffly enough and refuse to 
come down a dollar that they can seil out on 
their own terms. Of course there will al- 
ways be bogus Italians, Portuguese, and 
Mesopotamians who will offer themselves be- 
low the market rate as fixed by the combina 
tion, and they may pick upa bargaia here 
and there, but these bogus goods are of little 
account. The real bargains, titles that will 
wash, will be harder to purchase hereafter 
owing to Miss Caldwell’s parsimony.

THE PROVINCE OF QUEBEC WILL BE- 
FORM THE JURY SYSTEM. 


‘WissAtisfied with the Results of Its Work- 
ings It Sends a Commissioner, HB. J- 
Cloran, to Gather Information in the 
Other Provinces of the Dominion and 
in the United States—Mrv Cloran Talks 
on the Results of Hin Travels. 

The Government of the Province of Que- 
bec., Canada, is taking preliminary steps to 
reform the jury system, and with that end 1p 
view has sent out a Commissioner w.compile 
information as to the Workings of the jury 
system in other Provances of the Dominion 
and in the UnitedStates. The Commissioner 
is H. J. Cioran, an attorney of Montreal, 
who,armed with credentials from Lieutenant- 

Governor A. R. Angers and Prime Minister 

Honoré Mercier, of the Province of Quebec, 
bas traveled through Canada and some of 
the States of the Northwest, and is pow in 
Chicago. His observations assume peculiar 
interest in view of the discussion of the jury 
system in the State of Illinois in connection 
with the impaneling of the jury in the Cronip 


‘case. ° 
“‘ For* some time the jury system has not 


: given. great satisfaction,” said Mr. Cloran 
| yesterday. 


“That is to say, the results of 
trail by jury have been frequently unsatis- 
factory and the jurors themselves lodged 
With the officers of the Province of Qftevec 
well founded complaints against their treat- 
ment. . 

“Our system is largely based upon the old 


- feudal idea of starving a jury into a verdict. 


They are poorly accommodated and remuner- 
ated. This system is certainly against tne 


| ideas of modern civilization and against the 
| anterests of justice, inasmuch as men who 
_ Bre intelligent and enjoy the comforts of life 


seek every means possibie through which to

as jurors. The Government has undertaken 


to remedy the situation, but before doing so 


wishes to avail itself of all the experience 
that can. be gathered either in the other 
Provinces of this Dominion or in the United 


Btates. 
DIFFERENT SYSTEMS. 

“J have visited the Provinces of Ontario and 
Manitoba, and on my way to Chicago visited 
‘the States of Minnesota and Wisconsin.” I 
found in the Provinces tte results of trial by 

ry gave general satisfaction. The class of 

; Fomen, both grand and petit, who partici- 
pated in the administration of justice were 
_pbove the average in intelligence and hon- 
esty. The system in tnese Provinces is radi- 
| cally different from the one that obtains in 
‘the Province of Quebec. With us the most 
4capable and intelligent citizens are exempt 
from serving as petit jurors in criminalcases 
from the fact that all persons who own prop- 
erty to the value of #1,200 in the rural dis- 
‘tricts and $2,000 to 3.000 in the cities or who 
pay from $15 to #25 a month rent are classed 
‘as grand jurers, and are thereby 
exempt from seryice as petit jurors. On the 
other hand, the system in the other Provinces 
does not exclude any class of citizens from 
giving their services on petit juries. Every 
citizen, no matter what his wealth or stand- 
ing in the community, is liable to be calied 
‘upon to act either as grand or petit juror, 
with the result that they have intelligert and 
respectable juries to try criminal cases. 

“fin tne States of Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin I found that the officers of the courts and 
executive officers were perfectly satisfied 
with the administration of justice under 
their jury systems. They depend for intelii- 
gence and honesty in their juries upon the 
wise and prudent selection of jurors by their 
commissioners. These commissioners select 
acertain number ot men for one term at a 


time. Atsome places they select them by 


lot, at others pick out the men according to 
their judgment. Out of these men the juries 
are impaneled and the results are good. 


PERSONAL LIBERTY A FACTOR. 

**T found that another factor in securing 
good citizens to act as ju is the liberty 
that 1s accorded them duringAhe progress of 
the trial. They are ailowed--in the discre- 
tion of the covrt—which- is frequently exer- 
cised—to go at large, and after the adjourn- 
ment of court attend to their business and 
bome interests. This feature is no doubt 
better calculated to induce the citizens upon 
whose judgment the State may. depend for 
fair and impartial administration of justice 
to give their services to the State.” 

“ This information I have to compile into 
an official report with the laws of the differ- 
ent Provinces and States, which shal! be 
presented to the Government, and upon 
which the Legisiature may be calledite act in 
the matter of new legisiation. When suf- 
Hcient liberty and comfort are al- 
lowed the jurors, and where the ex- 
emptions are not such as to exclude the 
best men. I can see no way of legally get- 
ting better jurors than they have. There are 
cases where it is necessary to confine the 
jury. But as a general thing the linerty al- 

-fowed them isa good thing. It good men 
are difficult: to secure, it is, as far as Ll can 
see, not so much the fault of the flaw as the 
fauit 6f the citizen, who is unwilling to sac- 
rifice his business interests by an absence of 
‘an indefinite period. The law certainly lays 
down the principle that a man who 1s preju- 
diced agaidst the desendant ana whose preju. 
dice cannot be removed by counter evidence, 
should not be allowed to serve. That is but 
a fair principle of law, and the law cannot 
cover the‘ cases of those cilizens who take 
upon themselves to swear that they are in 
that - position. 
Which cannot be disproven but by his own 
conscience you will have the resuit that they 
have had in the Cronin case in any country.” 

Mr. Cioran intends to call on the Justices 
of che Supreme Court of this State and other 
authorities and gather their opinions and the 
results of their experience in the matter. of 
juries.

TALES OF THE SANTA FE TRAIL. 

From the establishmept- of the Santa Fé 
‘trail in 1822 to the taking off of tne Denver

“time of the building of the Rio Grande and

The first overland route to the north struck 
throuch Cheyenne find -Laramie direct to 
Salc Lake. .

RACING ACROSS THE CONTINENT. 


An exciting bet between Gen. Hughes and 
Ben Holladay in the early partof 1864 made 
every station agent from California to the 
river stare, and showed them of what stuff 
‘Old Ben” was made. Holladay offered to 
bet Hughes $5,400 that he couid go from the 
coast to New York~ over’ his own route in 
quicker time than the ocean steamships, 
Hughes considered the thing preposter- 
ous and took the bet. It had been 
done by the Southern route, but was con- 
sidered ridiculous to attempt by the Over- 
land route. The start was made from Placer- 
ville, Cal., ana every station agent had his 
orders to have fresh teams ready ata mo- 
ment’s warning. Itthrew the whole route 
out of gear and disarranged the schedules 
for days, but Holladay was a determined 
man. Bob Spottswood got orders when at 
Big Bend to report immediately at Denver. 

**Lay your stock so as to be sure and 
catch him,” was the order, “and make 
sure of it. being a fast team to Denver to see 
him out.” 

Bob “made sure” by bringing a tamous 
mule team into Denver, known the country 
round fer theirspeed asthe “ Benham team.”’ 
In those days there were some speedy mule 
teams. “This particular team was warranted 
to draw a coach over the ground at the rate 
of a mile every four-minutes. At the same 
time the superintendent laid his stock West 
withinfinite *‘catch’’ the speedinggowner of 
the route. Spottswood got into Denver two 
bours ahead of his chief. The latter sent for 
him, and when -he entered the prince. of 
stace-coachers was blustering around 
tempestuous fashion. 

‘‘ My son, have you got everything ready?’ 
he asked in his biuff way. 

“Yes! you can getit out,” evidently anx- 
ious to be off. 

In two minntes the team was *“‘out.” Hol- 
laday, after all his excitement, as is the pre- 
rogative of great men, staid an hour. He 
stepped out of the office, finady, wearing his 
*natty sombrero, and pulling at a cigar that 
made Spottswood’s nostrils quiver with dé 
‘light, accompanied by Gen. Connor, who was 
On the race with him, 

‘Now. Robert, let us fiy,” he shouted. 
“]’ll give you an hour and a half'to make the 
out station.”’ : 

‘* Kobert’? madeit with his mutes in an 
hour and aqnarter. The team didn’t break 
once. They’ were great trotters. The next 
team was the old ‘“Cattish team” of dappie 
grays, whojhave a record of one hour be- 
tween this city and Golden.

From Denyer 
to Julesburg “Old Ben” was put through in 
twenty hours. Gen. Connor had with him a 
negro servant called * Kit Carson.”” The pu-

FARES AND SALAKIES. 

The fares varied largely, according to the 
travel and the competition. From Denver to 
the river it varied from $75 to $125, some- 
times going as high as $150. To Central City 
it was $> and went aslowas #4. To George- 
town $7 and $6.50. From Denver to Lead- 
ville $17, and to Cheyenne $10. To Puebio by 
Barlow & Sanderson’s line $12 to $14. This 
company also afterwards bought out Jacobs 
& Co.’s line to the same pdint, superintended 
py Dougias Ayres. — 

The safaries of a driver before the war was 
$35, afterwards raised to $75 and eves $100. 
Stock tenders got $25 and express Messen- 
gers $75. A division superintendent drew 
£150. The station agents made a bargain 
with the company to run the station, rent 
free, for the board of the stock tenders, etc. 

The old-time meal at the stations, which 
cost a round dollar, might be the subject of 
much misunderstanding ‘ between restaura- 
tcur and traveler nowadays, consisting 
doubtiess of game, dried fruits, parte. 
beans, potatoes, and atin cup full of coffee 
solution. Stops of half an hour were made 


for meals.

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A DISCROWNED EMPRESS. 


THE ROMANTIC CAREER OF EUGENIE, 
CONSORT OF NAPOLEON IIL 


Mme. Carette, One of Her Former Ladies 
of Honor, Publishes a Book of Recol- 
lections—Interesting Anecdotes of the 
Last Court of the Tuileries—EKugenie’s 
Influence in Politics—Cumulative Mis- 
fortunes of Her Later Days—An Esti- 
mate of Her Character. 


How merciful is death when in the hour of 
downfall it confes to the great, or wher it 
sheds its darkness on beauty that - has 
reached its apogee! It brings sometimes to 
failure an assurance of immortality that no 
success could command; its profound silence 
is often more eloquent than the shouts of 
victory; and when it kisses the hot lips 
of youthful genius or valor, envy gives place 
to an ali-pardoning sympathy in the hearts of 
men. Itis the master-stroke of nature that 
makes the whole world kin. They are not to 
be .commiserated, those lovely women whom 
the Laureate dreamed of when he beheid 

Wherever light illumineth, 

Beauty and anguish Walking hand in hand, 

The downward slope to death, 
itis rather those who once tasted all the 
sweets of beauty and power, receiving the 
homage of the world, and then lived into an 
old age so hopeless that they reproached 
death for its forgetfulness. ‘*O, God! must 
llveto bea hundred!’ |cried the ex-Em- 
press Eugénie on recovering from a swoon 
atter bearing of the Prinde Imperial’s death 
in Zululand. The exclamation shews how 
long she had been praying forthe release 
that has not yet been granted her. 

There is another discrowned Kmpress 
whose image rises at the mention of Eu- 
génie’s name. It is that of “ Poor Cuariotta.” 
In 1863 the plaudits of Paris rang about the 
carriage that contained the Empress of 
France and her fair guest, Cariotta, daugh- 
ter of tne King of Holland, and shertly to be 
crowned Empress of Mexico. Of those two 
imperiat women, favorites of destiny, 
one 18 today ,an_ exiled widow in 
England, bent with the weight. of 
more than 60 years, and mourning 
the death of her last hope—her only son. 
The other for nearly a quarter of a centumy 
has been an imbecile in the solitude of &

FROM COUNTESS TO EMPRESS. 
May 5, 1826, the anuiversary of tne death 
of the great Napoleon, Eugénie de Montijo, 
future Empress of France, was ‘born at 


the glint of the death-dealing gua inthe)... 


EUGENIE AS EMPRESS. 


Granada. Her father, the Count de Montijo, 
who was connected with the noblest houses 
of Spain, had fought against his own 
country in the wars of the first 
Napoleon, and won high honors. 
His wife was Maria Manuela Kirkpatrick, 
daughter of the English (Washington Irving 
says American) Consul at Malaga. The Kirk- 
patricks were a Scotch family (not Irish, as 
Mme, Carette has it) connected with the Stu- 
arts, and settled in Andalusia after the over- 
throw of that dynasty. Tne Countess de 
Montijo had two daughters. The elder was 
espoused by the Duke of Alva and Berwick, 
a lineal descendant*of James LIl.'and Miss 
Churchill. 

To improve its fortunes by marriage had 
long been a tradition in the Montijo family, 
and Eugénie refused all offers until she was 
26, finding none brilliant enough. At the 
Madrid Court she gained the reputation of a 
coquette; and in Paris, where her mother 
took .her during the days of the 
Presidency: (she had been educated, by 
the way, at a Parisian convent), she was 
looked upon by many asa high-class advent- 
uress. When the attentions paid her by 
the President of the Republic became 
marked gossip made’ free with her name. 
Under such circumstances, had she been as 
pure-as ice, as chaste as snow, she coujd not 
have’ e@scuped calumny. Her manner 
toward her princely admirer showed 
consummate tact. She ‘guarded her own 
‘honor with a patrician pride which only 
heightened his passion. When the coup 
a’état of 1851-was in contemplation she left 
France with her hand pledged to Napoleon, 
no matter what the outcome might be. As 
the worid now knows, it made him an Emper- 
or, her‘an Empress. 

The student of the third Napoleon’s reign 
cannot help admiring the independence and 
force of character that the Emperor dis- 
played in the matter of this marriage. There 
was every reason why he should marry into 
one of the royal houses of Europe: yet the 
charms of one fair woman outweighed 
all considerations of policy, and 
made nim deaf to the advice 
of his closest friends and the demandg ot 
the nation. Eugénie de Montijo, or the 


Countess of Téba, to use her Spanish title, :| 


appeared at a court ball in a costume covered 
with yiolets, the imverial flowers, which was 
equivalent’ to a social announcement of the 
engagement. The marriage was celebrated 
at tye Cathedral of Notre Dame at noon, Jan. 
29, 1853. 
THE MARRIAGE AND PRELIMINARIES. 

The Emperor had certain private matters 
to settle, as well as public objections to 
meet, before the marriage could be brought 
about.. The companion of his exile in En- 
gland had been a Mrs. Howard, a woman 
who was devotedly attached tohim. He had

her decoyed from Paris by a false message, 
and then Kis police spies broke into 
her apartments and, seized all her 
imperial iover’s letters. The wom- 
an was aimost heartbroken when 
she discovered the deception that had been 
practiced on her. “I go,” she wrote to Na- 
poleon, ‘‘a second Josephine, bearing with 
The Emperor tried t© make 
Beaure-

ard and presenting her with 1,000,000 francs. 

rs. Howard afterward married in Engiand, 
but it was an unhappy match, and in 1865 she 
returned to Paris to die. Napoleon seems 
to have been loved sincerely by at 
least three women—this poor creature, his 
lovely wife, and the Princess Mathilde. To 
the last, who was his cousin, he had been at 
one time engaged. When all the other mem- 
bers of the Bonaparte familv were opposing 
his union with Eugénie de Montijo the Prin- 
cess Mathilde said that sne would gladly, if 
required, follow the example of tne first 
Napoleon’s sisters in bearing the train of the 
bride. ° 

The details of the marriage ceremony were 
arranged after the fashion of the marriage 
of Napoleon [. and Marie Louise. The bride 
was dressed in white velvet with a veil of 
point d’Angleterre lace. The state coach 
was the one that had been used at the great 
Napoleon’s coronanon. The civil register 
of tho imperial family was reopened; and 
it must have seemed an eéyil omen 
that its last entry recorded the birth of the 
ill-fated King of Rome.. There was no popu- 
lar enthitisiasm. Even the majestic beauty 
of Eugénie did not melt the coldness of the 
Parisiaus, who referred to her as “ that 
Spaniard,” ; sonferred on her the 
nickname of ,adingnette.” But Ev- 
génie was not then the mistress 
of their hearts she was soon to become the 
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high priestess of fashion. Qne little act at 
the beginning of’her reign was calculated to 
break down barriers between her and her 
people. The Municipal Council voted hera 
large sum to purchase a necklace. She de- 
clined the gift and requested tnat the 
money he applied to the erection. of a home 
and school for poor working girls. This in- 
stitution was ever afterward nearest to her 
heart among her many charities. 
PEN PORTRAIT OF THE EMPRESS, 

It is at this point in Eugénie’s career that 
Mme. Carette became her intimate. She was 
then a young girl and loved her mistress with 
an ardor that years nave not cooled. This is 
her description of the Empress: 

In height the Empress was rathértall. Her 
features were regular, and the wonderfully deli- 
cate line of her profile had well nigh the perfec- 
tion of an old cameo, besides possessing a pe- 
culiar charm which made it impossible to com- 
pare ber with any other woman. Her brow was 
high and narrow, while the line of her long, fine 
eyebrows was a trifie oblique; the’ lids, 
which she had a habit of frequently 
drooping, veiled eyes which were 
set ratner too closely together. These eyes were 
of a deep intense blue, enveloped in shadow, full 
of soul, enérgy, and sweetness. The delicate 
nose and finely cut nostrils bespoke aristocratic 
descent. The mouth was small with gracious- 
nessin every curve, the lips ever animated by 
an irresistibly winning smile. Her teeth Were 
brilliantly white; ber chin delicately molded, 
its pure oval becoming a little fuller as 
it merged into the cheeks. Beneath the 
fine texture of the skin showed a tracery of blue 
veins, reminding one of the vaunted purple blood 
of the old Spanish nobility. The setting of the 
head on the long, slender neck was exquisite. 
Her figure was erect and well rounded, her 
hands were small ana shavely, and her feet 


} smaller than these: of se geen ae gir. But 


above all, the real secret. of her incomparable 
charm lay, I think, in the complete harmony be- 
tween her physieal and moral being. 

Those who believe that pearis bring bad 
luck will find their superstition upheld by 
Mme. Carette, who says that Eugénie on the 
day of her marriage wore a superb collar of 
pearls which almost concealed her corsage. 
This collar was sola with her other jewels 
after the war of 1870. 

The career of Eugénie as Empress divides 


} itself naturally into three periods: the first 


‘when she was content to rule society and 
fashion; the second when she meddied in 
politics; and the third when she devoted 
herself to works of charity. 

The brightest period is the first. That the 
imperial couple were in love there is no rea- 
son*to doubt. Napoleon IIL, despite his de- 
tractors, was a romantic and noble figure in 
those days when he made himself the master 
of the country that had exiied him. Eugénie 
might well love the man who had lifted her” 
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to sO proud an eminence, and who f& doing 
so had braved the opinion of the world. 
Mme. Carette says that on his part “he was 
ever kind and loving to her, always address- 
ing her with the familiar ‘thou,’ and calling 
ber by ber diminutive, which he pronounce. 
ina pectliar manner, suppressing the e mute 
of the first-syllable with great sweetness of 
accent. In his manner of looking at her 
in the charm her beauty exereised upon him. 
one could see that the lover still existed 
in the husband.’?’ Mme. Carette is deli- 
cate in referring to the adventures which 
the Emperor induiged in after a few years of 
wedded hfe. She acknowledges that the 
Empress, in the height of her 
youth and beauty, was made to 
taste “the subtie poison of infidelity’: 
but she prudently suppressés certain facts 
of which she must be cognizant. She must 
be aware, for instance, that Eugénie was 
forced to endure the presence of triumphant 
rivals under her own roof; and that her 
journeys to Scotiand and the Italian lakes 
were taken to escape a condition’ of things 
that was unbearable. Napoleon III. took 
much the same view of conjugal tidelity as 
does King Humbert of Italy in the present 
day, .Queens and Empresses, happy as their 
lot may seem, are otten subjected to humilia- 
tions which the wife of the poorest peasant or 
laborer would be too proud to endure, 
ANECDOTES OF THE COUkT. 

Mme, Carette sketches Many of the brill- 
iaut figures of the court—a court, by the 
way, wnich was ignored by the high nobility 
of France. One will not quote any of une in- 
teresting bits of. gossip with which the book 
is sprinkled, with the exception of one para- 
graphin which a glance 1s Caught of a per- 
sonage who is well known in America as well 
asin France: 

Mme.de Montebello, to whom the Empress was 
particularly attached, was @ devout Catholic. 
Going one day to visit hér I found with her a 
priést in the Dominican habit, and after he had 
withcrawn I desired to know who the monk with 
the strong, expressive face might be, 

‘““ He has,” I said laughingly, *‘ eves as brilliant 
as coals of hell.”’ 

She exclaimed, as if I had uttered a -plas- 
phemy. 

“ He is a saint!"’ she cried protestingly. “He 
leads a life of the strictest retirement and seif 
discipline. He preaches the word of God with 
an eloquence that would touch the hearts of 
faller angels. I knew him in Rome.” 

It was Pére Hyacinthe. 

The enemies of England accused her of ex- 
travagance in those early days of herreign; 
but Mme. Carette’s account disproves these 
charges. The Empress dresséd on occasions 
of ceremony as became her station. and her 


is said to have stimulated many of 


the industries of France. In private life her 
gowns were simplicity itself. Even when 
driving she wore beneath a hand- 
some cioak a plain and comfortable 
gown. the story, which was  be- 
lieved everywhere, that her elaborate 
bal] dresses were lowered on her through an 
aperture in the ceiling is declared to be a 
fabie. It originated in the fact that she made 
use of adumb-waiter. This was a necessity, 
because the voluminous gowns of that perioa 
could pot be carried up and down a narrow 
stairway without being crumpied. The Em- 
press, by the way, is given credit for encour- 
aging Worth in modifying the ugly fashions 
of the time. 

The gorgeousness with which she was sur- 
rounded seems to have palled upon the Em- 
press after a‘few years, although, according 
to Mme, Carette, her graciousness and 
thoughtfulness of others were never relaxed. 
Like an actress she had a part to play, and 
she piayed it well, suppressing all private 
griefs that might mar it. Here is a brief 
glimpss of her behind the scenes: 

The Empress withdrew from these fétes com- 
pletcly tired out’ Often she would not take the 
time to Summon her women, but before entering 
her Cressing-room would Strip off the diadem 
and jewels,whose weight oppressed her, and 
tumble them pellmell into the skirt which I held 
up to recéive them. I was always terribly fright- 
ened in transiferring these precious gems to their 
repository, for there were some among them 
that represented a fortune in themselves. 
DEVOTEE ANv ULTRAMONTANE. 

It 1s not pladsant to contemplate Eugénie 
in her political character. It. has been well 
said that the piety of a Maintenon was more 
injurious to France than the viciousness of a 
Pompadour. The present author thinks, 
of course, that the Empress was per- 
fection in politics as in everything 
else, for Mme. Carette, hike her 
mistress, belongs to the ultramontanes. 
But the fact is that Eugénie, like that other 
d d daughter of the church, Isabella of 
S , Was a bigot. Sne was for the rope 
against italy in its noble struggle for inde- 
pendence; she was for the South against the 
North inour own late civil war: and she 
promoted the Mexican scheme which was in- 
tended asa blow to the United States, out 
failed so miserably. 

All these mistakes and others as deplor- 
able may be traced to her faith, of which, in 
common with many members of her sex, su ; 
had asuperabundance. It is refreshing to 
turn frem her faith to her good works. 
Narrow as she was in politics, this 
devotee was warni-hearted, loving, and 
fearless in her charitable labors. 
She was ever engaged in relieving the dis- 
tress of the poor. She visited in person, but 
unknown, the meanest quarters of Paris, 
bearing heip to the sick and comfort to the 
dying. She left her attendants (among them 
Mme. Carette) in carriages in the street 
while she walked alone through the cholera 
ana smallpox hospitals of Paris. An anec- 
dote is told of her which is too touching not 
to repeat: 

It was at the Hospital Beaujon that the Em- 
press, having drawn-near a bed on which lay a 
dying victim, took the sufferer’s hand in hers and 
addressed to him a few words of holy consola- 
tion. Thinking it was one of the nuns who ac- 
costed him, the man gathered his expiring 
strength to kiss the hand that held his, as he 
murmured: 

‘*] thank you, sister.” 

The nun who accompanied the Empress bent 
over him, and remarked, 

“ You are mistaken, friend; it is not I, but our 
good Empress who speaks.” 

‘* Nay, sister,” retorted the Empress quickly, 
**he haus given me the sweetest of all names.” 

It is no wonder that such a woman as this 
should exercise a strong influence on the men 
and women who surrounded her, and carry 
into exile their undying love and allegiance. 
She, with her beauty, her splendor, and her 
downfall, fitly ends the list of great and un- 
bappy. women who went forth from the Tui- 
leries to meet their tate—Marie Antoinette, 
the daughter of Kings, sentenced to the 
guillotine; Josephine, to hide herself and her 
undeserved shame at Maimaison; and Maris 
Louise, to die with her young son in exile. 
That Eugénie has lived longer than any of 
her-sisters in misfortune only entitles her to 
a@ deeper pity. 

In 1855 the Empress had Queen Victoria as 
her guest. It is a curious fact that they have 
been fast friends ever since. What different 
fortunes have been theirs since they drove 
through Paris side by side amidst the acclaim 
of the populace! Dissimilar thev.were then, 
the radiant young Spaniard and the plain 
Teutonic English Queen. Far more dissimi- 
lar since’ then have been their destinies. 
Seventeen years later Eugénie, discrowned 
and a fugitive, crossed the channel to ‘cast 
herse!f, into her friend’s arms and cry, ‘It 
was all my fault! It was I who drove 
Louis into this war!” In her mis- 
fortune, as in her prosperity, Hugénie 
has afways found a firm friend in the 
motherly English sovereign. Victoria visit- 
ed the French Empress when the other 
Queens of Europe treated her as a parvenu, 
and it was Victoria that consoled her in the 
exile of 1870, in the widowhood of 1873, and 
in that last and most severe affliction, the 
death of the Prince Imperial in 1879. 

THE LAST BLOW. 

It was the Duc de Bassano, who has con- 
secrated his life to the Empress’ services, 
who had to break the news of the crowning 
misfortune. He presented himself at an 
early hour. Mme, Carette thus describes 
the paintul scene: 

** You have tidings from Zululand?” she asked, 
before he could speak. 

“ Yes, madame, and they are not happy ones.” 

‘** Louis is ill?» Well, my dear Duke, let us set 
out at once to find and take care of him.”’ 

“There has been a battle,” said the Duke, 
gravely. 

“He is wounded?” 

The Duke bowed. 

‘**We must go atonce, today. We can easily 
procure a vessel in London to convey us to Suez. 
There we shall have further advices; Peopleare 
going every day.”” And, summoning her women, 
the Empress gave them hurried orders to prepare 
at once for departure. “Is the wound serious?”’ 
she then demanded, scarcely daring to question 
" even look at the Duke, who still waited at the 

oor. 

Suddenly she approached and looked at him 
fixedly in an agony of apprehension: the tears 
were rolling down his cheeks. The Empress ut- 
tered a terrible cry—she comprehended the hor- 
ribie truth. 

During the whole of that sad day the Empress 
sank from one swoon into another. Her life was 
considered in danger, and the Abbé Goddard was 
summoned to her assistance. 

It is unnecessary to follow this sad life any 
further. The ex-Empress is living today in 
seciusion at Farnborough. She has about 
her a few faithful friends who were with her 
in the days of her power and are not to be 
estranged by her misfortunes. The bodies 
of her husband and her son repose in English 
earth. Will there@ever come a time when 
their clay and hers will be removed to 
France? It is difficult to foretell. The last 
chapter of ex-Empress Eugénie’s life remains 
to be written, but it can hardly be sadder 
than those that have gone before.

AN ENGLISH ARTIST MAKES A STUDY 
OF THE FELINE WORLD. 


As a Result of His Investigation He Writes 
a Book in Which He Tells the Good 
Traits and None of the Bad Ones of His 
Pets—The Love of Master and House— 
How to Bring Up a Cat Without Using 
® Bootjack. 

Many years ago Mri, Harrison Weir, 40 
English artist whose special work is the 
delineation of animals, induced the 
managers of the Crystal Palace to hold a 
cat snow in London. The exhibition was a 
popular success, and has resulted in many 
similar shows and the formation of an En- 
giish cat club. Mr. Weir has observed 
many cats of his own, and has a large collec- 
tion of Gat literature, including numerous 
scrap-books. His volume, ‘“‘Our Cats and 
All About Them. Their Varieties, Habits, 
and Management; and for Show the Stand- 
ard of Exceilence and Beauty Described and 
Pictured,” is unique and exceedingly enter- 
taining. 

In Mr. Weir’s opinion cats are extremely 
beautiful and graceful, and quite as domestic 
as dogs. Their workin keeping down ver- 
min is probably far more important than is 
generally realized. Their temper is likely to 
be loving and gentle unless they have been 
abused; and that they are often a®used sim- 
ply for being cats is well known. Their 
powers of observation are remarkable, and 
they often show more intelligence than dogs 
—as, for exampie, in manipulating latches 
and jocks of doors and in pulling a door 
when pushing does not answer. Mr. Weir 
noticed a white cat at the last Crystal Palace 
_ghow that repeatedly tried to pull back the 
--polt of its cage with its paw, yet pretended 
to be asleep the moment it found it was ob- 
served. | 

Cats will sometimes share with other cats 
the love of a master or mistress, but as a 
rule they are jealous and show this feeling 
by leaving the room. They often go to meet 
their master at his regular hour of returning 
home, yet omit this Sunday, even if the mas- 
ter is absent. ‘“‘And again, how well a cat 
knows when it is luncheon time! 
may be apparently asieep on the tiles or 


‘snugiy lying under a bush basking in the 
‘su arm rays, when it will look up, yawn, 
“stretch itself, get up and move leisurely to- 
‘ward the house, and as the luncheon bell 
rings in Walks the cat as ready ior food 
as avy there.’’ Cats seldom bite. If a cat 
uses its cluws on a person’s hand—which it

‘long distances to return home. They some- 
‘times form attachments for other animals, 
and have been known to rear rabbits, squir- 
-rels, puppies, he@gehogs, and even rats, and 
they can be trained to respect the lives of pet 
\ birds, 
' THE ARISTOCRATIC CAT. 

The long-haired, cats, aristocratic pets, 
once calied French cats, are of several varie- 
ti the Russian, Angora, Persian, and 
Indian. It 1s a curious fact that white ‘cats, 
especially those with blue eyes, are usually 
deaf, and being so, the sounds they make 
are unreguiated and disagreeable. The only 
thing to do with such a cat is to give it to a 
deat person. A fine Angora cat is worth 
from £5to £10in London. The Angoras are 

at ts in Asia, their native region. A 

utiful specimen shown ir Brighton was 
white with black tipsto the hair. As t 
white could not be seen unti! the hair w 
parted the effect was marvelous. The Per- 
sian resembies the Angora, though the hair 
is coarser and tail longer. The favorite 
color for a Persian isa rich, deep black, with 
orange-colored eyes; and next in vaiue is 
the hght siate or biue color, sometimes verg- 
ing On light purple orlilac. The long-haired 
cats, as arule, are more attached to places 
than persons, and seem less gentle, observ- 
ing, ana intelligent than the Short-baired 
varieties.

The author says in form, color, texture, and 
shortness of coat.it is widely different from 
other short-haired varieties, yet its mode and 
habit are about the same. Itis tond of the 

8, und does not suffer much from damp 
or cold weather. Itis docile and domestic, 
but delicate in England, being subject toa 
disease like trichiniasis. The pure breed is 
found only at the court of Siam, and- a speci- 
men is extremely hard to obtain. It is said 
the King of Siam will not part with one of 
the male cats under any circumstances. The 
Manx cats, peculiar to the Isie of Man, are 
tailless, or nearly so. They have a gait like 
that of the rabbit and run and turn awk- 
wardiy. The Manx crossed with other va- 
rietits often bas tailless progeny. There is 
a@tailiess breed of cats in the Crimea, and 
the Madagascar cat has a tall only half the 
ordinary jength and so contorted that it can- 
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presents to even the mostimpartial observer, 
to say the least of it, a most uncanny appear- 
ance. But for all this their admirers are by 
no means few, and to my thinking a jet- 
black cat fine and giossing in fur and ele- 
gantly formed certainly has its attractions. 
The blue cat is shown often under a num- 
ber of names. It was first shown as th 
Archangel cat, then Russian biue, Spani 
biue, Chartreuse blue, and, I know not why, 
the American blue. It is not, in my belief, a 
Uistinct breed, but merely a light-colored 
form of the black cat. In fact | have ascer- 
tained that one shown at the Crysta! Palace, 


beautiful blue color, slightly tymged with pur- 
ple, was tne offsvring of a tabby and a white 
she-cat and a black-and-white he-cat, and I 
have seen the same color occur when bred 
from the cats usually kept about a farm- 
howse-as a protection from rats and mice, 
though neither of the parents had any blue 
color. 

Cats live to various ages, the oldest I have 
seen being 21 years, and 19 years is the great- 
est age I have known one to breed. But Mr. 
Sandal of Tunbridge Wells, whom I have 
seen, informs me that he had‘a cat that lived 
to the extraordinary age of 24 years. It was 
a short-haired cat, rather above the usual 
size, and tabby in color. 

Should it be deemed necessary to, destroy 
some of a litter of kittens it 1s not well to 
take allatonce. A day or two should inter- 
vene between each removal. The mother 
will thus be reheved of much suffering, es- 

cially if one at least is left for her to rear, 

ut two are preferable. 

The cat is calied kat in Danish and Dutch, 
katt in Swedish, chat in’ French, katti or 
katze in German, catus in Latin, gatto ir 
Italian, gato in Portuguese and Spanish, kot 
in Polish,. kots if Russian, keti in Turkish, 
cath in Welsh, kath in Cornish, catua in 
Basque, gaz or katz in Armenian.

hear that he had never worn spectacles and 
that his eyesight had never failed him. He 
said he rever had what many people call 
their ‘“‘second eyesight.” 

His appetite 1s as good as it ever was, and 
he sleeps as peacefully as achild. His health 
has always been good except: on two occa- 
sious, the Jast one of which was nineteen 
years ago, when he had: what the physicians 
called. afever. His father’s name was Louis

Some Common Sense Hints Which, if Ob- 
served? by Young Ladies In and Out of 
School, Will Bring Them a Gigh State 
of Perfection, Socially and Otherwise— 
Personal Conversations to Be Avoided 
—The Voice to Be Guarded—How to 
Eat Gracefally. 

In his essay on “ Behavior’? Emerson says: 
“ As respects the delicate questions of cult- 
ure I do not think that any other than nega- 
tive rules can be laid down. What finest 
hands would not be clumsy to sketch tne 
genial precepts of a young gir!’s demeanor? 
The chances seem infinite against success, 


and yet success is continually attarned.” By | 


which we understand that the great sage 
recognized the fact that nothwithstanding 
the difficulty of acquiring ‘perfect manners, 
and notwithstanding the infinite delicacy of 
the perfection possible in a young girl’s de, 
meanor, he saw and opserved many who had 
attained it. This 1s an encouragement and an 
incentive to study and define some of the 
principles that go to make up perfect de- 
meanor in a younggirl or woman. 

Emerson was quite right in saying that, in 
general,: only negative rules can be laid 
down. Torefrain from unpleasant, obtru- 
sive, or annoying speech or action is to be 
well on the way towards the possession of 
perfect manners. Edmund Burke, the great 
Engiish statesman, has lefta eulogy of his 
wife which is one of the most touching and 
beautiful tributes of conjugal affection pre- 
served to us in literature, second only to John 
Stua:t Mili’s tribute to his wife. He says of 
her that she was not beautiful, but that she 
possessed a charm that he had never seen 
equaled in any other woman. “It is not the 
things she does that attract and win so much 
as the things she refrains from doing,’’ he 
wrote of her. The first best qualities of peo- 
ple who attract and delight us are repose and 
treedom from seif-consciousness. Essential 
ly allied to these excelient and indispensable 
qualities are those of modesty and unobtru- 
siveness. The well-mannered young girl, 
like the well-dressed young girl, does not at- 
tract attention to herself by anything she 
wears, does, or says. An acute 
observer of cultured society has 
said that the person who has no Manners at 
ail has good manners. The highest and best 
effect of the excellent Delsarte system, s0 
widely studied and taught in our best schools 
and circles of culture, is to make people un- 
consciously graceful and natural It sbould 
teach us how to avoid an ungraceful posi- 
tion or attitude rather than w instruct us 
how to assume aconsciously graceful one. 
‘*She poses,’’ was the just criticism of a 
country gentleman wlio had been asked for 
his opinion of a famous authoress whose fre- 
ceptions were the events of the season in 
the great city where she lived. The lady 
had studied and learned how to stand or 
sit or receive 'gracefuliy, but the conseious- 
ness of the fact that she was doing just the 
right and proper thing was written all over 
her face and demeanor. 

THE PERSONAL CONVERSATION. 

This, however, is an obtrusiveness of ap- 
pearance only. Itis a minor defect which 
almost disappears when brought into com- 
parison with a voice or action or mapner 
that obtrudes and attracts the attention of 
indifferent observers. The most, common 
forms of obtrusiveness among thoughtless 
young people are thoseof voice, speecn, and 
laugnter. How unpleasant to be compelled 
to overhear in public parlor or in the street 
or railroad car conversation of purely per- 
sonal nature. How shrill and uncultivated 
the voices that rise above the din of 
train or rattle of street-car and convey to us 
the petty gossip of housenold or neighbor- 
hood. And as to laughter. If only young peo- 
ple knew what a revealer of secrets the laugh 
is they would, as Emerson says,‘‘ keep these 
entertaining explosions under strict control.” 
The young person who laughs loudly and 
keeps on laughing, who cannot stop the 
cachinnations caused by an amusing incident 
or story, especially if the incident relates to 
or the story is related by the person who 
laughs, betrays almost total lack of culture. 

The voice in conversation and reading is 
another unerring reveailer of character and 
culture. Its habitual tone is an unerring in- 
dex of the inner nature. It is most surpris- 
ing, when we reflect upon it, how soon the 
natural, beautiful tone of babyhood and 


early childhood becomes transformed into. 


the unnatural, artificial, sharp e of later 
years. To speak plainly anc pronounce words 
distinctly and beautifully, each word clear 
and distinct asa coin fresh from the mint is 
an almost rare accompiisaoment. 

ONE FACT WORTHY OF OBSERVING. 

One of the best “fads’’ of latter days has 
been the craze for classes in pronunciation 
which has swept over so many cities and so- 
cial circies during the last year or two. But 
aside from the special matter of pronuncia- 
tion the quality of tone in the voice deserves 
the most careful attention of young people 
who desire to possess the best acquirements 
of culture. The nasal tone, the scolding 
tone, the whine, the: pathetic, tne wheed- 
ling, the yammering, the fawning tone 
—all may be’ heard in any assemblage 
where numbers of people talk freely. No de- 
partment is so negiected in our schools and 
noge so imperatively needs attention as this 
of conversational voice culture. By and by, 
when parents and teachers more fully real- 
ize this, some portaon of the money now 
uselessiy expended in giving music lessons 
to pupils who will not practice, and who will 
never be musicians, will ve expended in pay- 
ing teachers of voice culture as applied to 
conversation and ordinary reading—not elo- 
cution. Awaiting the happy day when this 
change shall be brought about, young people, 
especially young giris, need to be cautioned 
against acquiring any disagreeable quality or 
tone of voice. Loudness and shrillness are 
the qualities of voice attributed to American 
girls by critical foreigners. By ail means 
and through every exercise in their power 
let young girls cultivate a natural, unaffected, 
clear tone of voice and possess themselves of 

That excellent thing in woman. 

And here again we are reminded of the dif- 
ficulty of striking the goiuen mean in sketch- 
ing “the genial precepts of a young girl’s 
demeanor.”’ She must not talk too loudly or 
shrilly, or in such a way as to attract the at- 
tention of tbe indifferent observer, yet 
neither must she epeak in too low a tone, for 
that may become an affectation @ven more 
uupleasant than the obtrusively loud tone. 
She must not consciously ‘t pose” in a grace- 
fui attitude, yet neither musi she be so indit- 
ferent and unconscious as to throw herseif 
into ungainly and awkward positions, The 
bestapd most graceful carriage of person 
seems tocome from an. inborn dignity and 
seif-reapect that will never allow the body. to 
take on slouchy, undignified, awkward afti- 
tudes: It was remarked of a laay who was 
an eminent teacher in the days of our grand- 
mothers that even when she became old and 
feeble and spent much of her time reciining 
On her couch there was a dignity éven in 
the way she disposed of her arms and limbs 
that impressed every one, notabiv those who 
served her.’ She did this unconsciously as 
the result of long years of dignified and 
graceful carriage. Suchalady as she was

The second is Porfirio Diaz Jr. He is 
now 16 years old and a cadet in the National 
Military Coliege at Chapuitepec, The third, 
Mariade la Luz, is a young lady of 14. 

After Gen. Diaz had served his first term 
as President, and wnen he was residing in 
Mexico as a private citizen, he married his 
present wife. She was a Miss Car- 
men Romero Rubio, a member of an

old and aristocratic Castilian family. Her 
father, the Hon. Manuei Romero Rubio,

Soon after the overthrow of the 
Saksera he became a close friend and warm 
supporter of Mr. Lerdo. Upon the entrance 
of Mr. Lerdo to the Presidency he 
became his Secretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs and Chief of Cabinet. During 
the bitter struggle that preceded tne 
triumph of Gen. Diaz over Mr. Lerdo, Mr. 
Romero Rubio stood loyally by his old friend, 
and finally followed him from the country 
when his armies were routed, remaining 
with hint several months in New York. 
However, Mr. Romero Rubio saw that he 
could neither serve his chief nor himseli by 
remaining in voluntary exiie, and, his fam- 
ily and interests beimg in Mexico, he deter- 
mined to return home, which he did. Upon 
hig return he devoted his time to his family 
atid private affairs and held aloof from polli- 
tics. 

Mrs. Diaz is a woman of highly cultivated 
taste, and is a liberaf patron of the fine arts. 
Much of her time is given’ to music, she be- 
ing a finished performer on the piano. She 
is a devout Catholic and attends most scru- 
pulously to her religious duties, and she is 
called the Angeli of Charity, owing to her 
many good works. A few vears ago she és- 
tablished an institution which she calls the 
Friend of the Working Woman (Amiga de la 
Obrera). Itisa place where mothers may 
take their children to be cared for, amused, 
and educated while they are at their work. 
Mrs. Diaz devotes a great deal of her time to 
this institution, which she manages to main- 
tain With volunteér contributions, supple- 
mented by liberal aid from her own purse. 

The Diaz family, whether in their city res- 
idence or Chapultepec, iead a quiet, ucosten-

through the streets, either in company with 
her relatives or alone, and she and the Presi- 
dent frequently drive in a coupé on the Paseo 
de la Reforma, which’is the fashionable drive 
of the city.

1! find that 
North American audiences are not so 
demonstrativé as. tae South Americans and 
Italians, but they appreciate the serious points of 
my stage work more deeply and the impression 
lasts with them, which it does not with the people 
iwho break out ibto huzzus and bravos ana carry 
‘you to your hotel on theirshoulders. The enthu- 
‘siasm of the North Americans % gencraily gov- 
erned by good, sound judgmert. They think, 
while the more excitable people of the South 
‘and Italy yield spasmodicaily to their enthusi- 
‘astn and forget all abont the actor’s real merits 
‘as goon as the play is over and the actual cause 
‘fot excitement has gone from before their eyes. 
After all'‘itis more a question of race than of 
anything else.

They do not rise and shout in the theater, nor 
throw their hats in the air to express enthusi- 
asm: but Liook inte their faces from the stage 
and I see that not a point thatI desire to make 
is lost on them. 1 can read there a deeper éu- 
thusiasm than I can see in the outbursts of wild 
applause which characterize. the Southero ba- 
tions.

original National Opera company. [It is bnt 
right to acknowledge that here is a cop- 
scientious eudeavor to present opera in the 
vernacular in a manner worthy of the works 
chosen for representation, and, although the 
principais are not ail of equal artistic worth, 


someth' na more than a ‘good i begin- 
ning has. been made. The operas 
are. adequateiy mounted, the -cherus is 
strong, and the orchestra competent to 


play tne accompaniments in an artistic map- 
ner.. The révertoire for the week has in- 
cluded ** Martha,” * Li Trovatore,’”’ * Lucia,” 
Faust,” and “Rigoletto,” atlof which have 
been smoothly given, with much more gen- 
eral excellence than is usual. Naturally 
there are more or legs weak points evident 
to a critical observation, but this is only nat- 
ural, and itis worthy of remark that the dis- 
position seems to_be to remedy all existing 
deficiencies as fast and as Tully as possibie.

Mr. Scovel also seems to - have 
improved considerably since his last appear- 
ance here, and, barring some faults in phras- 
ing and tone quality, he does acceptable 
work. Missa Romeidi is scarcely to be con- 
sidered an important addition to the compa- 
Dy, though she is not deficient in the matter 
of earnest endeavor. Her work is unequal 
and she indulges too much im the vibrato. 
Some of her vocalization, especially in the 
‘softer passages, 1s agreeable, and she pos- 
sesses a fair amount of facility, yet her gifts 
as a whole scarcely entitle her to a high 
rank as an artist. Miss Ida Klein is a con- 
scientious and fairly gifted artist whose 
vocal powers do not eqyal her ability as an 
actress. As Marguerite in “Faust’’ she 
gave a well considered interpretation of

To Mr. Wilson and 
Miss Jansen the drawing power of the work 
is almost entirely due, though other mem- 
bers of the company contriouwt a share, 
Vocally the company is not particularly 
strong except in the cases of Miss Laura 
Moore, and perhaps Mr. Hubert. Wilke. 
Howevér, music plays but an unimportant 
role in “The Oolah,’’ the principai feature 
being the absurdities of the situations and 
dialogue. 

At. McVicker’s Theater the Casino com- 
pany in **The Brigands”’ has done an excel- 
jent business, and will no doubt continue to 
ago so until the close-of the present engage- 
mént, which contigues two weeks longer. 
Musically the opera is of greater worth than 
“ The Oolah,” and is equally amusing in sit- 
uations and dialogue; yet.of neither can it 
be said that tne music isan especially im- 
portant feature. Both works are liberally 
supplhed with ipterpolations from other 
sources, and in both instances the music 
serves its purpose well enough. 


Chamber Concert. 

The recital hall of the Auditorium was 
well filled last Tuesday evening on the oc- 
casion of the first appearance in this city of 
Miss Gertrude Foster, pianist. She was as- 
sisted by tne “ Boston Quintette Club” and 
Miss Edwards, vocalist, in place of Miss 
Anne Carpenter, who, owing to illness, was 
unable to appear. Miss Foster’s playing 
showed marks of conscientious study and 
displayed a good technique, especially in 
staccato passages, united with more power 
than is commonly possessec by lady pianists. 
Her phrasing also was good, with the excep- 
tion of an occasional tendency to blur by an 
injudicious use of the pedal. Miss Foster’s 
numbers were the *“ Etudes Symphoniques”’ 
of Schumann; Chopin’s Mazurka in C sharp 
minor and Polonaise in A flat major. Mr. 
John F. Rhodes’ violin solo, variations on the 
Adagio of Haydn’s String Quartette, op. 76, 
No. 3, substituted for the * Faust”’ fantasie 
announced on the program, was excellently 
rendered, his staccato and harmonics be- 
ing especially good. Mr. Louis Bilumen- 
berg evoked the. most enthusiastic applause 
of the evening by his performance of a “ Ber- 
ceusé’’ by Lack and an ** Etude de Concert.” 
of Dunkler for ’cello, being forced to respond 
to an encore. The novelty of the evening 
was the Quintette, op. 30, by Goldmark, for 
piano and strings, given for the first time in 
Chicago. Itis,as the name of the composer 
guarantees,, a scholarly composition, of 
which the third movement, a scherzo, is the 
best portion. 


William H. Sherwood’s Lecttre Recitals. 

A series of lectures by Mr. William H. 
Sherwood on the subject of piano playing, 
illustrated by musical examples at the piano, 
will be giveniat the Chicago Conservatory. 
The regular course begins next Friday morp- 
img atilo’ciock. A preliminary lecture was 
given last Friday morning. Mr. Sherwood 
has some extremely radical though at the 
same time thoroughly philosophical views 
with reference to piano piaying, both tech- 
nical and esthetic. The cultivation of the 
mechanical at the expense of the critical fac- 
ulties was also adverted to, and in this con- 
nection the value of A. J. Goodrich’s recently 
published work on musical analysis was 
especially emphasized. These lecture recitals 
are designed not alone for pupils of the con- 
servatory, but also for the many earnest 
students of pianoforte: playing who are to be 
found in this city. A merely nominal charge 
of $10 is made for the course of twenty 
recitals. The value of such lectures and re- 
citals combined can scarcely be overesti- 
mated, especiaily when given by such an 
acknowledged authority op matters of 
technic and interpretation as Mr. Sherwood.

The Verdi Musical In- 
stitute will be inaugurated the same day; a con- 
cert, in which a chorus of 500 singers will be con- 
cerned, is to be held in the afternoon, and inthe 
evening a torchlight procession will bring the 
festivities to a close, 

The receipts of the song festival recently 
given by the Arion Society at the New York 
Metropolitan Opera-house were $6,000, which 
exceeded the expenses, but as quite a large sum 
was expended in the entertainment of visiting 
societies from Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Buf-

A chamber concert by the Chicago Musical 
College String Quartette will be given at Kim- 
ball Hall Tnesday evening, Nov. 5. The quar- 
tette will be assisted by Mr. August Hyllested, 
pianist, and Mr. L. A. Phelps, tenor. The pro- 

ram presents three master pieces of cham- 

er music, Haydn's Trio No. 4, Beethoven's 
Quartette No, 13, and Medelssohn’s Quartette in 
A. The last named is one of the beautiful and 
characteristic works ofthat master. The vocal 
numbers by Mr. Phelps are of an equally high 
order. He will sing the Prayer from Wagner's 
“ Rienzi” and a song by Schubert. 

Verdi completed his 76th year the 10th of 
last month, and in another month he will have 
compieted his fiftieth year of artistic life. Some 
kind of commemoration will certainly take place 
on this occasion; but whatever this may be, his 
friends are begged not to allude to music in any 
way. This is quite a fixed idea with him. He 
hates to hear any one speak of music in his pres- 
ence. So far back as 1665, when writing to a fel- 
low composer to go and spend a few days with 
him at his villa of St.. Agatha, he warned him 
that in his house “no music was ever played, or 
even spoken of.” “You may, perhaps, find a 
pianoforte, not only out of tune, but even with. 
out chords,”’ he wrote, though at the same time he 
was writing “* Don Carlos.”’ 

The London Atheneum says: “Among the 
treasures recentiy acquired by the committee of 
the Beethoven-Haus at Boon, according to the 
Frankfurter Journal, is a splendid and unique 
copy of the master’s ‘Der Gliorreiche Augen- 
blick.’ This cantata, hitherto little known in 
musical circles, was composed at the period of 
the Vienna Congress and dedicated by Beethoven 
to the monarchs of Prussia, Austria, and Russia 
as ‘den erhabenen Monarchen der heiligen Alli- 
ance, den huldreichen Schiitzen’ Befirderern der 
Kiinste und Wissenschaften.’ Three magniti- 
cent copies of the cantata were prepared for the 
three sovereigns. The copy now in the posses- 
sion of the Beethoven-Haus is the one which was 
apes to King Friederich Wilhelm of Prus- 
sia.

$9 aweek off his customers—that’s for shines 
and brushes, So you see it isn’t’ such slow busi- 
ness afterall. Twelye dollars a week isn't so 
bad. Takeit on holidays and when anything big 
is going on in town, of coltrse we make more. 
We make morein winter than summer, for the 
reason that the street shiners are out of business. 
A man isn’t going to stand up orsit down when 
a blizzard is howling to get a_ shine. 
He prefers to pay an extra nickel and 
get a shine in @&@ warm room. I 
never heard of a bootblack trust, though I ex- 
pect it will come to that. The street shiners 
who advertise a shine fora nickel generally get 
a dime from the city gentlemen. Business-men 
won't stop ahd fuss about a nickel on the street. 
There is no regulation price for a shine in a bar- 
ber shop. Custom has made 10 cents the price 
for a shine, and thatis not too much when you 
get a good Drushin the bargain, At the same 
time if I should give a man a shine and a brush 
and he tessed me a nickel I couldn't say any- 
thing. ButI would lay for him the next time he 
came in and put oil on his boots. 


World’s Fair Facts. 

Everybody reads everything about the World’s 
Fair thatis to be held im 1892, and all they can 
find about world’s fairs of other times. I met 
Mr. H. A. Lord, traveler and a Canadian, al- 
though his home is now in Chicago, and he 
showed me some pictures he had of the Mel- 
bourne Centennial, which closed in February 
this year. He said, the main buildings and an- 
nexes covered thirty-five acres. Great Britain, 
France, Austria, Hungary, Belgium, and the 
United States were represented. Exhibits were 
also sent by Canada, Italy, Switzerland, Norway, 
Sweden, Spain, Holland, India, Japan, Fiji, New 
Guinea, and all of the Australian colonies. 

Mr. D. H. McAdam, a St. Louis man, furnishes 
some interesting facts about the same exhibit. 
He says: 

“The reproduction in miniature of some of 
the natural wonders of Australia—caves, lakes, 
and harbors—was one of the features, while each 
colony showed to the fullest extent its products 
in the raw and finished state. Victoria, where 
protection is found in its most rigid type. has no 
coal mines, yet she seems determined to make 
every country in the world tributary to her 
wealth. To illustrate: A huge bell was exhib- 
ited by Victoria foundrymen bearing this in- 
scription: ‘I was Made on Victoria Soil Out of 
New South Wales Copper ana Tasmania Tin, 
Me!ted with New Zealand Coke, by English- 
men, Scotchmen, and Irishmen, Under the Man- 
agement of a South Australian Company.’ Ina 
total of 350 American exhibits, which covered a 
space of 90,000 square feet, 214 received premium 
awards and 110 of them were of the first order of 
merit. Thetotal attendance at Melbourne was 
2,168,192, a remarkable one for so small a com- 
munity. The population of the United States is 
sixty times that of Victoria.’

“The Kerry 
Dance”’ created a sensation. t was a style of* 
vocal music decidedly new at that time in Vari- 
ety theaters, and Miss Russell suddenly found 
herself surrounded with managers, who made 
her various more or less flattering offers. For 
several reasons, however, Miss Russell 
decided to remain with Pastor for 
several months. At the conclusion of that period 
she became a member of the McCaull opera com- 
pany, and made ber first appearance under Col 
Jobn A. McCaull’s management in New York in 
“The Snake Charmer."” Her success is said to 
have been phenomenal. and in reality it was her 
real déout into the field of light opera. ‘Since 
then,” as & prominent theatrical nanager states, 
“she has brought more profit to the theaters 
with which she has been connected than any 
other woman in her generation.”

witb drawings from his hand is a more 
possession than the one whose charm 
unsurpassabile a year before. When one thinks 
of the small number of this artist’s years, of the 
long career of happy wanderings which, in the 
kindness of benéficent nature, must still await 
his picture-conjuring pen, a flowery procession 
of “ comedy. history, pastoral, pastoral-comical, 
historical-pastoral,’’ stretches out from his stu- 
dio to the clouds before one’s inspired imagina- 
tion. What will he do next? becomes the 
problem. He has explored the eighteenth cerit- 
ury, lingered lovingly in its chimney corners, 
looked pensively out of its Jeaded panes, en- 
joyed to the utmost its quiet leisure and its easy- 
going contentment. He has even sought out 
some retired nooks, meet for adornment in the 
tumult of the seventeenth century, and peeped 
Over the border into our own boisterous era, 
catching the stillness of its early morning, its 
hour of peace before the struggle and turmoil of 
the day. What treasuries of time will his 
quaintly, kirtled, buckled muse next venture to 
unlock? 

In a recent magazine article Henry James 
promises some drawings for Shakspeare’s come- 
dies in his fmend’s name. Here is, indeed, an em- 
ticing series of subjects. Abbey’s Beatrice 
would surely be a charming piece of willful 
womaniiness, and his Portia, though clad in 
black and white instead of that “robe more 
golden than the golden sun,” would be well- 
nigh as worthy of a pilgrimage as Ellen Terry's. 
The latest volume from Mr. Abbey's prolific 
fancy is ‘*The Quiet Life,” a collection of sevea 
peaceful poems by Marvel, Cowley, Praed, Pope, 
Randolph, and an anonymous gentleman, with @ 
prologue ana epilogue by Austin Dobson. Alfred 
Parsons shares with Abbey the artistic honors, 
contributing the landscapes and floral designs 
and interpreting the hfe of flowers and trees and 
animals almost as sympathetically as his triend 
interprets the life of man and in the same deli- 
cate pastoral vein. Lifeisa pastoral to these 
two,and no problems, no queéstionings disturb 
the fair serenity of their thought. The grass 
grows, the seasons change, girls and flowers 
bloom into maturity, old men love laughter and 
good deeds, there is time enough and to spare 


‘for ail innocent delights—time, that blessed com- 


modity which the nineteenth century has lost 
Led by these artists we enjoy once more, as the 
poet of the prologue longingly puts it: 

“ The easeful days, the dreamless nights, 

The homely round of plain delights, 

The calm, the unambitiened mind, 

Which all men seek and few men find.” 
These bygone influences are int@rpreted with 
absolute simplicity and graee. The artists leave 
all modern feeling behind them and enter into 
the old life with perfect amd serene sympaté y. 
Such a drawing as thaton page No, 27, for ex- 
ample, has not a note that is out of key, and for 
charm of style and daintiness of feeling itis 
little masterpiéce.- The “‘ mistress moderately 
fair” mghtly centers the interest—her huvsband’s 
“few friends” could scarcely look at anything 
more charming; ana beyond her we have the ap- 
propriate suggestion of a tangled garden of 
blooming flowers. The ease of pose in these fig- 
ures 18 masterly, the surenéss of knowledge 
which seizes the attitude most happily expressive 
of the emotion the artist desires to depict. | 
Toe same dramatic truth characterizes the fig- 
ures on pages No. 41, No. 44, ana No. 56, and in- 
deed throughout the volume, for each of AD- 
bey’s drawings ie a little human comedy, acted 
to the life, and full of tenderness and sweetness, 
The heroine of “The Wish” has a charming in- 
dividuality, unquestionably a character of her 
own. Ali know that she lives, or did live in 
those halcyon days, and one should like to ait 
beside her on that inviting divan, and talk with 
her an hour until the candles are brought in. 

As for Praed’s “ Vicar” heis adorable. The 
poet made al! love him long ago, but Abbey adds 
to that love the bliss of perfect knowledge; the 
old man stands before us as he lived, from his 
powdered wig to his buckled shoon, with smiles 
for the sad and arguments for the unwary. + 

The fine suggestiveness and truth of Abbey's 
work are attained by a knowing directness-of - 
touch and economy of line. He has gained much 
in simplicity and force since the illustrations of 
Herrick’s poems, with their ingenious grouping, 
quaint lettering, and grace of fancy, charmed us 
with the promise of a new genius in black and- 
white. The ‘promise is now performance. All 
that was valueless or indirect in his youthful 
style is cast aside, and the artist's imagination 
speaks freely and strongly through a medium 
which he has made completely his own. Fortu 
nately be has fallen upon the golden age of wood 
eugraving, and his exquisite productions are in- 
terpreted with marvelots faithfulness and spon- 
taneity. The volume is an honor to its designers 
and publishers, a fine example of artistic book- 
making.

All the world noW knows, however, that 
the real name of the writer is Mary Noailles 
Murfree, and that she is a descendant of 
the old and well-known Murfree family of 
North Carolina and Tennessee. Her birth- 
place was the battlefield of Murfreesboro.

Katharine Green. ** The Leavenworth Case” 
is universally considered to be one of the 
best detective stories ever written. The 
technical knowledge of law and its intri- 
cacies displayed therein is pronounced by 
our best lawyers something wonderful; and 
the most remarkable fact otf ail is that the 
book was written by a woman, unassisted by 
any man. The fact is on record that the 
whole Pennsylvania Legisiature devoted 
some time one day to tne discussion as to 
whe«her it could be actually true that the 
author of that story wasa woman. The fact 
remains. however, that she is, and that ner 
maiden name (under which she still writes) 
was Anna Katharine Green, ° 

She came of a family of lawyers, her 
father being quite a celebrated one. The 
origin of her peculiar talent is there- 
fore partially explained. She pored over 
musty law books with all the interest, ap- 
parently, with which other children devour 
stories and poems. She began writing 
verses and poems at the age of 11. 

Among the many precious lives sacrificed 
in the War of the Rebellion was one which 
for a time darkened the whole future and 
nearly ended the life of HKlizabeth Stuart 
Phelps. But by the strength of her own 
nature she was compelied to rise from ‘her 
seeming defeat, and, taking up her pen 
again, wrote her concéptions of the world 
whose gates had been le{t ajar for her, and 
her idea of her lover’s. possible condituon. 
Her book lay two years in the publisher’s 
hands, but was finally brought out in 1868. 
lt was pronounced morbid, unhealthy, un- 
orthodox, and even’ ‘“heathenish,” by 
carping critics. But, nevertheless, it has 
reached a sale of over 100,000 copies, and 
been translated into German, French, Dutch, 
and Italian; and it hds brought comfort to 
many a lonely, bereaved heart. to whom the 
old crude and meager idea of Heaven seemed 
unsatisfying. There is no doubt that it 
touched the sympathies of humanity at large, 
and is one of the books which will live for 
many decades to come. Afterward Miss 
Pheips wrote “ Beyond the Gates” and “ The 
Gates Between,’’ both of which were well 
received and ran through numerous ediwons. 
Her other best known works are * Men, 
Women, and Ghosts,” “The Story of Avis,” 
o yey om In,” ‘**The Old Maid’s Paradise,” 
and “Burglars in Paradise.” Her first stor 
Was written when she was 13 years old.

Aftera 
few years she began to receive money— the 
magnificent sum of $1 per newspaper column! 
—for her stories. She engaged to write for 
the Saturday Lvening Post, and ran the circu- 
lation of it from 1,200 to 80,000 subscribers 
before she left it. Then Robert Bonner of 
the New York /edger appeared on her pori- 
zon and ‘offered to double her pay, whatever 
it Might be, ifshe wouid write for him ex- 
clusively. As she had arrived at the dignity 
of % a column on the Jost and the Hra her 
first engagement for the Ledger was for $10 a 
column, averaging $0 a week. Since that 
time she has been more or less identified with 
the Jedger.

ANOTHER BOY PIANIST. 


Otto Hegner, Who Has Just Made a Musical 
Hit in Gotham, 

Otto Hagner, the successor ot Josef Hof- 
mann, madé his first appearance before a New 
York audience at the Metropolitan Opera- 
House a few nights ago. The World says: 

The questions on everybody’s lips were, of 
course,™* Wilt he be as good as Hofmann! 
Will he be able to make a big city enthusi- 
astic over his playing like his predecessor 
did?’ To these questions the answer may 
be made first of ail that young Hegner’s 
déput has not been given by his managers 
with the saine éclat as Hofmann’s was; but 
that if he had appeared when Hofmann did 
he would have made quite as phenomenal a 
success. As a boy pianist the newcomer is 
really the more thorough little musician of 
the two; he is more poetic in temperament, 
and his work, so far as it has been heard, is 
more delidate and artistic; but he lacks the 
advantage of priority, as well as the magnet- 
ism that campelled Hofmann’s audiences to 
develop an incomprehensible enthusiasm. for 
his work. | 
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HEGNER, 


Young Hegner is, bowever, a wonderful 
little fellow, and he plays with a poetic 
charm and a brilliancy that wiil command 
admiration as long ashe is with us. He is 
younger than Hofmann, and more poetic in 
appearance, but he has not the assurance of 
manner and the surety of play and touch 
that made the little Josefa wonder. He is 
as pretty as one of the cherubs in the Sistine 
Madonna, and he is as modestiy unassuming 
and winsome. He does not at present 
coquette with his audience; when: he sits 
down to the piano he is ali attention to his 
work and to that of the orchestra accompany- 
ing bim; and during bis playing every fiber 
of his little body 1s intensely occupied and 
his brain is as busy as his pretty, little, 
nimble fingers. 

He made his début before his first New 
York audience with the Chopin Concerto in 
E minor—a selection that at once stamps his 
predilection for poetry in execution rather 
than excessive briliancy of execution or 
dynamic effects. He was led on to the stage 
by Walter Damrosch, and received a very 
hearty welcome, to which he responded in 
graceful fashion. The concerto was given 
with the original orchestration—a fortunate 
choice for the boy, for although it is generally 
considered very thin it alloWs the soloist 
more opportunity than in the Taussig ar- 
rangement for bringing out the poetic 
beauties and briliiancy of the work. Mr. 
Damrosch and his orchestra deserve great 
praise for playing with the utmost care and 
delicacy, thereby permitting the young 
soloist to have every opportunity to appear 
to the greatest advantage. 

In the first movement, the Allegro Maesto- 
so, the ‘Aervote pianist was repeatedly inter- 
rupted by bursts of genuine enthusiasm on 
the part of the audience. After 
he had got over his first slight 
nervousness he brought out the exquisite 
phrasing and figures with tender expression. 
In the sdcond movement, the Romauza, he 
gave the |theme with simple and sweet deli- 
cacy, and his playing was made all the more 
enjoyable by the admirable tenderness of the 
orchestra, which provided him with an ex- 
quisite velvety background of tone-color for 
his exquisite touch and poetic expression. In 
the third movement, the Rondo, 
he played the polonaise with  clear- 
ness and precision if not with the 
dash and strength demanded. Here young 
Hotmann wé6uld have created a greater in- 
terest. But this is no fauit, for Cnopia is 
Chopin, and delicacy, precision, béauty of 
touch and tone are the requisites in playmg 
the Polish composer’s work. These qualities 
the boy has in full measure. 7 

At the conclusion of the concerto the 
young pianist received the most enthusias- 
tic applause, Which was joined in by the or- 
chestra, led by Mr. Damrosch and Mr. Bern- 
stein. He was recalled several times, had a 
number of floral tributes handed to him, too 
large for him to carry away, and in going off 
the stage had a little bouquet thrown to him 
from one of the boxes, which he caught witk 
the skill of a practiced base-ball player, a 
feat which of course brought him another 
round of applause.

The most moral 
man in America would tiave to make a fight, 
should he come here, to prevent his courier 
from dragging him amid scenes where the 
can-can and such things flourish more rankly 
than grass in the streets of St. Louis. 

Paris is surpassingly beautifui. The peo- 
ple here love beauty as we love money, and 
the whole town is one great work of art. 1

THE STREETS OF PARIS,

Every nation in Europe 
and out of Europe has. poured its leisure 
class in here. /Everybody—except ladies and 
gentiemen from Iowa and Kansas anxious 
to improve their dry minds—driuks 
more or less in Paris. Everybody, 
‘save the English and Americans, takes 
kindly to wne~French style of drinking. 
Sidewalk Cases are crowded day and night. 
Aroundthe httle white-topped tables are 
people fromevery land under tne sun, sip- 
ping coffee witha dash of brandy in if, 
sugar and water -withastick of the same, 
and soon. In the court of the Grand Hotel, 
half of whose guests are English-speaking, is 
one of these cafés. Ask the waiter if he can 
give yousome American winsky. He says, 
‘* Sertainement,’’ and orings you the pony 
giass of Irisn or Scotch articie, It is the 
same at ali the great cafés; even the Café 
Anmricaipe, on the Boulevard ‘des Capn- 
cines, where the trustful Yankee sits down in 
large numbers, expecting to get a familiar 
drink. In the restaurant of the Grand they 
give you a cocktail which bejongs to the 7U's 
—one of those atrocities with the rim of the 
glass aii inérusied with’ sugar. There are 
‘American bars” in plenty. The -Hotel 
Chatham has one that realizes, 1 am told, a 
rofit of $20,000 a year. Here Americans and 


jugiishmen, weary of French sights and the | 
round of French tongue, gather and : sit } 


around and drink whisky cocktails all day 
long. Americans who would never dream 
of drinking a —— except befure meais 
when under thé Stars and Btri coh- 
sume tnem here at ail hours. The word 
*cocktail” haa a homelike sound, and they 
feel a feeble giow of patriotism as they pros- 
ecute the work of ruining their stomachs, 

If there is any time where a cocktail is ac- 
ceptable to those who approve of the drink 
and have been preparing the system for it 
the night before, it is just previous to break- 
fast. Yetnone of Paris ‘‘ American bars” 
is open before 9 o’clock a.m. There is one 
honorable exception on the Rue. Scribe—an 
English chophouse, where a nice. motherly 
oid iady in spectacies sympatheticaily com- 
piles the camforter for those who have been 
heavily laden. She is on hand as early a$7 
a.m., and a string of the great Republic’s 
citizens await ber coming even at that early 
hour every mornipg. The best American 
bar in the town 1s Delmonico’s. on the corner 
of the Rue des Capuciges and the boulevard 
of the same name. 

Ali this information about where to get a 
civilized drink in Paris is given for the pur- 
pose of Buggesting a good investment for 
some enterprising Chicagoan. hen the 
Exposition.is opened half a dozen Parisian 
cafés, manned by Frenchmen, run on the 
French pian, at French prices, would com- 
mand an-.immense success. The*average 
European cannot stand our strong waters, 
and to him it seem; barbarous to stand up at 
a bar and discharge alcohol at himself.

NEW YORK. 

New YORK, Nov. 2.—The stock market was fairly 
active today, with the trusts less prominent in the 
trading; though, with the exception of Mis- 
souri Pacific, there was no real activity in 
the railroad list. There was considerable anxiety 
over the bank statement. and betore its issue opin- 
ions differed as to its complexion, and the disposi- 
tion wus to await its publication. The bears in the 
meantime made another demonstration against the 
trusts and both cotton oil and lead were knocked 
down below the lowest figures of yesterday. Another 
weak spot in the market was Missouri Pacific, which, 
with Chicago Gas ‘Trust. failed to recover with 
the rest of the\market. The traders were toclined 
to work for a rally, but the bears continued 
to hammer the list, and after a steady 
opening the pressure upon the three _ trusts 
and Missouri Pacitic. which caused declines in 
those stocks of lto 24 per cent. was felt in the rest 
of the market, and sympathetic losses of small frac- 
tions were the rule. The attack was met by good 
buying, and before 11 o’clock the lowest prices gener- 
ally had been reached, and 2 material rally 
began, which, in many cases, brought prices back 
again and above the level or the opening 
fizures. The pressure upon Missouri Pacific was not 
relieved, however, and tnat stock remained at its 
lowest, which afterward affected the general list, and 
the market finally closed sctive and weak generally 
at fractional losses from the opening prices. The 
final changes are fairly well divided between gains 
and losses and are forsmall fractions in most cases, 
the only important ones being losses of 15¢ in ‘Mis- 
souri Pacific and 1/4 in Chicago Gas.

‘MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were dull Satur- 
day, as is usual the last day of the week. Wheat 


Y and pork were eusier to weak and there was not 


much price change otherwise. The weather was 
of the muggy order and some looked fora cold 
spell to follow the rain, while others thought it 
probable the country roads will be soft for two 
or three weeks yet. if not longer, before they are 
hardened by.the frost. The receipts of grain at 
country points will be governed largely by these 
conditions, and the uncertainty in regard to 
them tended to repress trading in breadstuffs, 

The exports of wheat and flour from Atlontic 
ports during the week were equal to 1,593,000 bu 
grain, This is a rate of export somewhat greater 
than the average for the last cereal year, Dut it 
is not equal to what some had expected itis 
thought probable that the visible supply will 
prove tohave grown nearly 2,000,000 bu during 
the week, and that this 1s avout the last increase 
of more than 1,000,000 bu for the coming winter. 
This visible supply of wheat is now litile more 
than two-thirds that of a year ago, ana there is 
some reason to think the total wili pot rise to 
an equality with the maximum of last January. 

Business on the board is slow, ana that in spite 
of permission to charge rates of commission so 
small that they do not form a strong inducement 
to drum fororders, Either the people outside 
are not speculating as they used to do or their 
orders are not filled on the floor. In thé latter 
case there must be & great deal of bucket shop- 
ping done by some membersof the board, the 
same being an offsetting of buying and seiling 
orders against eachother without filling either 
on the floor. It may be suggested that if the 
board is really desirous to suppress the bucket- 
shop style of trading, it might inquire what some 
of it members are doing. would $gatisfy not a 
few and silence more if it could be shown that 
the suspicions of such a thing ere unfounded. 

Some of the road. leading East are refusing 
to accept consignments of potatoes, onions, or 
cabbage to Baltimore for the present, and one 
also places apples under the ban. There seems 
to be a giut of all these articles in Baitimore, 
and they are so plenty in other markets 4s to be 
offered at exceedingly low prices. 

Receipts of wheat for the week at Chicago, 
Duluth, ang Minneapolis were 3,155,000 bu, 
against 3,163,000 for the week next preceding. 
The shipments were 1,143,000 bu against 1,590,000 
for the previous week. 

The raisers of hogs near Jackson, Mich., re- 
port great damage from an epidemic which re- 
sembies pneumonia. 

The chambers of commerce of several cities 
in Germany are reported to have protested to 
the government of that country against its pro- 
hibition of imports of hogs and cattle. 

The shipments of hog product from this city 
during the week include 13,500 tos lard, 214,000 
pes hams, 90,000 pes sboulders, and 142, pes 
sides. The receipts of flour and grain for the

Victoriana, an Indian, Goes to the Happy 
Hunting-Grounds at the Age of 132. 

At the foot of the lofty peak of San Jacin- 
to,in the nortkern portion of San Diego 
County, is the lovely valley of San Jacinto. 
There, in Soboba—an Indian village—lived 
and died Victoriana, an Indian, in August of 
last year. He was probably the oidest man 
who has lived in this century. Five years be- 
fore his death, upon the day of the celebra- 
tion of the 104th anniversary of the founding 
of the San Louis Rey Missior, he was inter- 
viewed by prominent citizens in-regard to 
his recollections of the imcidents attending 
the arrival of the old mission fathers there. 
He showed himself perfectly familiar with 
that matter, and give minute descriptions, 
stating that most of the “bucks’’ were wild 
and made for the mountains, while he, with 
several of the more sensible and courageoug 
ones, remained with the squaws, and were at 
once converted to Catholicism and well treut- 
ed. He also described how they fiaaily, with 
the heipof the mission fathers, succeeded

of whom they had to lasso in order to bring 
them into the kingdom of heaven. Upon be- 
ing closely questiongd, he stated that at this 
time he had for “she time been a fullgrown 
man.

Residents who had known him 
for thirty years say that he was perfectly 
honest and trustworthy in statement, and 
that with the Indians his. word was law.

But his trusty horse 
carried him to the Town of San Jacinto long 
after he lost his sight. He had a robust 
frame, retained health to the close, was 
never sick, ate less and less, ana gradually 
dried up and died. His hair was perfectly 
white, Which is a rare occurrence with the 
Indian race. He was al\ ys a moderate 
eater, and used to say the ‘*muchachos and 
muchachas (boys and girls) were “muy 
mala (very bad); “eat everything; make 
em sick. Indian eat only one thing. live 
long; cat many things, die.” They live on 
corn and wheat ground coarse. In the fal! 
they dry acorns and make a pulp of them, 
which they mix with a great variety of seeds, 
and eat. This makes them fat. | 
One aria, his great-granddaughter, was 
when he died .notner of one Ortega’s wife, 
who in tyrn had three living children. At 
least one other Indian lives near by whois 
probabiy nearly as old as Victoriana.
